Have often heard the prefent Argument debated in 

Parliament ; I was one of thofe-who were the Caufe 
of the Army’s being reduced fo low after the Peace of 
WRy/wick, perhaps I repented of. what I did at that Time, 
becaufe of the Turn that the Affairs of Europe took 
foon after: But I am fully convinced, I never fhall 
have Occafion to repent of being for the Redu&tion now 
propofed. For my Part, my Lords, I cannot but fay, 
that the Queftion now before tis, puts me in Mind of 
what happen’d to a Farm Houfe of mine in the Coun- 
try: The Wall of the Houfe on one Side had failed, 
and the Houfe had funk a little; yet it might have 
ftood for many Years, without any Neceflity of pulling 
it quite down in order to be rebuilt ; for which Reafon, 
‘I believe, I fhould have then contented.myfelf with 
vepairing it a little, and adding fome Buttreffes to that 
Wall which had fail’d ; but fome Workmen perfuaded 
me, that they could raife it up, and repair the Wall 
without pulling the Houfe down, and I. being prevail’d 
on, to work they went ; but in planting Pofts and other 
Engines to raife up that Side which had funk, I-do not 
know how, whether by Defign, or by the Unskilfulnefs 
of the Workmen, they raifed the Houfe fo high on 
that Side, that they tumbled it quite over. 


At Jaft, the Queftion was put upon the Earl of 
O—-— da’s Motion for the Inftruétion to the Committee, 
which upon a Divifion was carry’d in the Negative. 

And on the Thurfday next, the Bill was paffed, 
whereupon the following Proteft was enter’d, viz.

‘On the 8th of March, a Bill was brought in purfuant 
to the Refolutions of the Houfe of Commons, taken in 
Fuly laft, in Relation to the Affair of the Sugar Colony. 
Upon which, Sir ‘ohn Barnard opened to the fioufe a 
Petition of Richard Partridge, Agent for the Colony of 
Rhode-Ifland and Providence Plantations in America, 
againft the faid Bill, and moved for Leave to bring it up, 
in which he was feconded by Mr. Alderman Perry, 
whereupon a Debate enfu’d, and after feveral Speeches 
made on both Sides, the Committee refolved that it was 
their Opinion, That the Aé paffed in the fecond Year 
of his prefent Majefty (entitled, An Aét for laying «@ 
Duty npon Compound Waters or Spirits, and for licenjing 
the Retailers thereof ) had been a Difcouragement to the 
diftilling of Spirits from Corn in Great Britaiy, and 
therefore ought to be repealed; that for the Encourage- 
ment of the Exportation of Spirits drawn from Corn in 
Great Britain, a Drawback or Allowance of 61. 8s. per 
Ton, ought to be paid and allow’d on the Exportation 
thereof; and that the Duties payable upon Brandy and 
Spirits imported, except from his Majefty’s Plantations 
in America, fhould from and after the 24th of June then 
next, ceafe and determine, and that in Lieu thereof 
there fhould be granted to his Majefty a Duty of five 
Shillings per Gallon, on all Brandy and Spirits impor- 
ted from Foreign Ports, except fuch as fhall be of the 
Growth and Manufaéture of his Majefty’s Plantations in 
America: Which Refolutions were on the 12th Day 
of March agreed to by the Houfe, and a Bill order’d to 
be brought in, purfuant to them. 

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer having on Wednef- 
day the 7th Day of March, mov’d, That the Houle 
might upon that Day Sev’n-night refolve itfelf into a 
Committee of the whole Houfe, to confider of the moft

ving been order’d accordingly, the Houfe did upon Wed.

Committee, and the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms and 
of the Excife being attending purfuant to an Order of 
the preceding Day, 





. The Debate was open’d by Mr. Chaneellor of the 
Exchequer, with the Speech following. 


SIR, 

$ I had the Honour to move for the Houfe’s refol- 
ving itfelf into this Committee, I think it incum- 
bent upon me to open to you what was then intended to 
be propofed as the Subje& of your Confideration. We 
are now in a Committee for confidering of the moft pro- 
per Methods for the better Security and Improvement of 
the Duties and Revenues already charged upon, and 
payable from Tobacco and Wines : This can be done 
in no Way fo proper or effeStual, as that of preventing 
for the future thofe Frauds by which the publick Reve- 
nues have been fo much injur’d in Times paft. I know, 
that whoever attempts to remedy Frauds, attempts 4 
Thing that muft be very difagreeable to all thofe who 
have been guilty of them, or who expe&t a Benefit by 
fuch in Time to come. This, Sir, I am fully fenfible 
of, and from this have fprung all thofe Clamours which 
have been raifed without Doors againft what Iam now 
to propofe to you. The Smugglers, the fraudulent Dea- 
Jers, and thofe who have for many Years been enrich- 
ing themfelves by cheating their Country, forefaw, that 
if the Scheme Iam now to propofe took Effest, their 
profitable Trade would be at an End; this gave them 
the Alarm, and from them I am perfuaded it is, that 

all thofe Clamours have originally proceeded. 

In this “tis certain, they have been moft ftrenuoufly 
aflifted and fupported by another Set of People, who, 
from Motives much worfe, and of much more dange- 
rous Confequence to their Country, are fond of impro- 
ving every Opportunity that offers for ftirring up the 
People of Great Britain to Mutiny and Sedition. But, 
Sir, notwithftanding all the Clamours that fuch wicked 
and deteitful Men have been able to raife, as the Scheme 

I have 
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I have to propofe will be a great Improvement to the 
publick Revenue, an Improvement of 2 or 300,000/. 
per Ana. and perhaps more, and as it will likewife be 
of great Advantage to the fair Trader, I thought it my 
Duty, not only as being in the Station 1am in, but al- 
fo as being a Member of thie Houfe, to lay it before 
you 3for no fuch Clamours fhall ever deter me from 
doing what I think is my Duty, or from propofing any 
Thing that I am convinced will be of fuch fignal Bene- 
fit to the Revenue, and to the Trade of my Country. 

It has been moft induftrioufly fpread abroad, that the 
Scheme'I am now to propofe, was a Scheme for a general 
Excife ; but Ido aver that no fuch Scheme ever enter’d 
into my Head, nor, for what I know, into the Head of 
any Man I am acquainted with: My Thoughts were 
always confined folely to thofe two Branches of the Re- 
venue arifing from the Duties on Wine and Tobacco, 
and it was the frequent and repeated Advices I had of 
the notorious Frauds committed in thefe two Branches 
of the Revenue, and the Clamouts even of fume of the 
Merchants themfelves, that made metura my Thoughts 
particularly towards confidering thofe two Branches, 
in order to find out, if pofible, fome Remedy for the 
growing Evil; what I am now going to propofe will, 
I believe, if agreed to, be an effeftual Remedy ; but 
if I now fail in what I am to propofe, it will be the 
laft Attempt of this Kind that I fhall ever make, I 
believe it will be the Jaft that will ever be made, cither 
by me, or by any that fhall fucceed me in the Station I 
am now in. 

At prefent, I thall lay before you only the Cafe as 
it now flands with Refpe&t to the Tobacco Trade, and 
the Revenue arifing therefrom ; and here it will be 
neceflary firft to confider the Condition of our Planters 
of Tobacco in America ; if we can believe them, if we 
can give any Credit to what they themfelves fay, we 
muft conclude that they are reduced aimoft to the latt 
Extremity, they are reduced even almoft to a State of 
Defpair, by the many Frauds that have been committed 
in that Trade, by the heavy Duties which the Impor- 
ters of Tobacco are obliged to pay upon Importation, 
and by the ill Ufage they have met with from their Fa- 
ors and Correfpondents here in England, who from 
being their Servants, are now become their Lords and 
Mafters. Thefe poor People have fent home many Re- 
prefentations of the bad State of their Affairs, = ve 

ately 
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lately fent over a Gentleman with a Remonftrance, fet- 
ting forth their'Grievances, and praying for fome fpeedy 
Relief: This they may obtain by Means of the Scheme 
I intend now to propofe, and I believe it is from this 
Scheme only that they can expe& any Relief. 

The next Thing we are to confider, is the State of 
the Tobacco Trade, with Regard to the fair Traders 
the Man who deals honourably and fairly with the Pub- 
tick, as well as with private Men, the Man who honeft- 
ly pays all thofe Duties which the Publick is juftly 
entitled to, finds himfelf prevented and foreftalled al- 
moft in every Market within the Ifland, by the Smug- 
gler and the fraudulent Dealer ; and even as to our 
foreign Trade in Tobacco, thofe who have no Regard to 
Honour, to Religion, or to the Wellare of their Country, 
but are every Day contriving Ways and Means for 
cheating the Publick by Perjuries and falfe Entries, are 
the greateft Gainers, and it will always be fo, unlefs 
we can fall upon fume Way of putting it out of their 
Power tocarry on any fuch Frauds for the future. 

And laftly, we ought to confider the great Lofs fu- 
flained by the Publick, by Means of the Frauds com- 
mitted in the Tobacco Trade, and the Addition that 
muft certainly be madé to the publick Revenue, if 
thofe Frauds can be prevented in Time to come. By 
this Addition we may be enabled to relieve the Nation 
from fome of thofe Taxes which it has laboured under 
fo many Years ; whereas, as the Cafe now ftands, the 
innocent and the honeft Part of the Nation are charged 
with Taxes which they would be free from, if the 
fraudulent Dealers and ‘the Smugglers could be any 
Way obliged to pay that which is juftly due by them 
to the Publick. This will, ‘I am convinced, be the 
Effe&t of the Scheme I am to propofe to you, and who< 
ever therefore views it in its proper Light, muft fee 
the Planters, the fair Traders, and the Publick, ranged 
on one Side in Favour of it; and none but the unfair 
Traders and the Tobacco-Fa€tors on the other. 

I fhall beg Leave to mention to you fome of thofe 
Frauds which have come to my Knowledge. The Evi- 
dence I have had of them is to me very convincing : 
But in fuch Cafes Gentlemen ought always to confider 
what Evidence it is impoffible to bring, what Evidence 
it is by the Nature of the Thing unreafonable to, ex- 


pect, 
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Ther he went thro’, and gave a moft exaét Account 
of the feveral Frauds which :had been prattifed of late 
-Years in the Tobacco Trade, from which he made Cal- 
culations of the Lofs the Publick thereby fuftained, 
particularly that of getting the ‘Tobacco weighed at an 
under Weight upon Importation, and getting it weighed 
again upon Exportation at a Weight much above what 
it ought to be : 

A particular Inftance of this Fraud, /ays he, we came 
lately to the Knowledge of by meer Accident: One 
Midford, who had been a confiderable Tobacco Merchant 
in the City, happened to fail, at a Time when he ow'd 
a large Sum of Money upon Bond to the Crowns where- 
upon an Extent was iffued out immediately againft him, 
and thereby the Government got Poffeflion of all his 
Books, by which the Fraud he. had been guilty of was 
difcovered ; for it appeared, as may be feen by one of 
his Books I have in my Hand, {whereupon he thewed 
one of this Midford’s Books to the Committee} that 
upon the Column where the falfe Quantities which had 
been enter’d at the Importation, by Collufion between 
him: and the Officer, by which he paid or bonded the 
Duty payable upon Importation, a Slip of Paper had 
been fo artfully. pafted on that it could not be dilcover’d, 
and upon this Slip of Paper were written the real Quan- 
tities which were enter’d, becaufe he was obliged to 
produce the fame Book when that Tobacco was enter’d 
for Exportation ; but then upon. Exportation the To- 
bacco was enter’d and weigh’d according to the Quanti- 
ties mark’d upon this Slip of Paper fo artfully patted on 
as I have mention’d, by which he got a Drawback, or 
his Bonds returned, to near double the Value of what 
he had aftually paid Duty for upon Importation. Yet 
this Midford was -as-honeft a Man and as fair a Trader 
as any in the City of London ; I defire not to be mifun- 
derftood, I mean that before he fail’d, before thefe 
Frauds came to’ be difcover’d, he was always reckon’d as 
honeft a Man, and as fair a Trader as any in the City 
of London, or in any other Part of the Nation. 

After this, he mention’d the feveral Frauds following, 
viz. That of Re-landing the Tobacco after it was thip- 
ping off for Exportation : That of Socking of Tobacco, 
which was a cant Word ufed for flealing and fmuggling 
it out of the Ships after their Arrival in the River, 
before they were unloaded at the Cuftom-houfe : That 
ef ftripping the Stalks, and afterwards fplitting and 

prefling 
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them by an Engine contrived for that Purpofe, 
end then exporting them : That of giving Bonds for the 
Duty payable upon Importation, whereby the Govern- 
ment had loft feveral large Sums by the Failure of Pay- 
ment of fuch Bonds: That of the rich Money’d Men 
making prompt Payments, by which the Publick was 
obliged to allow them Ten per Cent. Difcount as to the 
Duties, and by entering the:Tobacce foon after for Ex- 
portation, they drew back the whole Duties, fo that the 
Government a€tually loft Ten per Cent. upon all the To- 
bacco that had been fo enter’d. 

Thefe Frauds, fays he, are notorious, moft of them 
ate known to the whole ‘Yorid and as the Laws of the 
Cuftoms have been found ineffectual for the preventing 
of fuch Frauds, therefore it is propofed to add the Laws 
of Excife to the Laws of the Cufioms, and by Means of 
both it is probable, I may fay certain, that all fuch 
Frauds will be ted in Time to come. 

The feveral Subfidies and impofts now payable upon 
Tobacco, by feveral Atis of Parliament for that Pur- 
pofe made, ftand thus; [here he went through, and 
gave an Account of the feveral A&ts of Parliament for 
Jaying Duties on Tobacco, then he went on] By all 
- which it appears, that the Duties now payabie upon 

Tobacco on Importation amount to 6d. and one third 
Part of a Penny per Pound Weight, all which muft be 
piid-down in ready Money upon Importation, with the 
Allowance of Ten per Cent. upon prompt Payment, or 
otherwife there muf be Bonds given with fufficient 
Sureties for the Payment thereof, which is often a great 
Lofs to. the Publick, and is always a great Inconve- 
nience to the Merchant Importer ; whereas, by what I 
am to propofe, the whele Duties to be paid for the fu- 
ture will amount to no more than 4d. and three Far- 
things per Pound Weight, and this Duty not to be paid 
*till the Tobacco comes to be fold for home Confump- 
tion, fo that if the Merchant exports his Tobacco, he 
will be quite free from all Payment of Duty, or giving 
Bond therefor, or finding out proper Sureties for joining 
in fuch Bond; he will have nothing to do but to reload 
iis Tobacco on Board a Ship for Exportation, without 
being at the Trouble to attend for having his Bonds can- 
cell’d, or for taking out Debentures for the Drawbacks ; 
all which, I conceive, muft be a gréat Eafe to the fair 
Trader ; and to every fuch Trader the preventing of 
Frauds mutt be a great Advantage, becaufe it will put 
yt a 
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all the Tobacco Traders in Britain upon the fame Foot- 
ing, which is but juft and equal, and what ought cer- 
tainly to be accomplithed, if it be poffible. 

Now, in order to make this Eafe effe€tual to the fair 
Trader, and to contribute to his Advantage by prevent- 
ing as much as poffible any Frauds in Time to come, f£ 
propofe, as I have faid, to join the Laws of Excife to 
thofe-of the Cuffoms, and to leave the one Penny, or 
rather three Farthings per Pound, call’d the further 
Subfidy, to be ftill charged at the Cuffom-houfe upon 
the Importation of any Tobacco, which three Farthings 
fhall be payable to his Majefty’s Civil Lift as hereto- » 
fore ; and I propofe that all Tobacco for the future, af- 
ter being weighed at the Cuftom-houfe, and charged 
with the faid three Farthings per Pound, fhall be Jodg’d 
in a Warehoufe or Warehoufes, to be appointed by the 
Commiffioners of the Excife for that Purpofe, of which 
Warehoufe the Merchant-Importer fhall have one Lock 
and Key, and the Warehoufe-keeper to be appointed by 
the faid Commiffioners thal! have another, in order that 
the Tobacco may lie fafe in that Warehoufe till the 
Merchant finds a Market for it, either for Exportation 
or for Home Confumption : That if his Market be for 
Exportation, he may apply to his Warchoufe-keeper, 
and take out as much for that Purpofe as he has Occa- 
fion for, which, when weighed at the Cuftom-houfe, 
fhall ‘be difcharged of the three Farthings per Pound 
with which it was charged upon Importation, fo that 
‘the Merchant may then export it without any further 
Trouble: But if his Market be for home Confumption, 
that he fhall then pay the three Farthings charged upon 
it at the Cuftom-houfe upon Importation, and that then 
‘upon calling his Warehoufe-keeper, he may deliver it 
to the Buyer, on paying an Inland Duty of 44. per 
Pound Weight, ‘to the proper Officer appointed fo re- 
ceive the fame. 

’ And whereas all the Penalties and Forfeitures to be- 
comie due by the Laws now in Being for regulating the 
Colle&ting of the Duties on Tobacco, or at leatt al! that 
Part of them which is not given to the Informers, now 
belong to the Crown, I now propofe that~all fuch Pe- 
nalties and Forfeitures, in fo far as they formerly be- 
longed to the Crown, fhall for the future belong to the 
Publick, and be applicable to the fame Ufes to which 
the faid Duties fliall be made applicable by Parliament 5 
and for that Purpofe Ihave his Majefty’s Commands te 
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acquaint this Houfe that he, out of his great Regard for 
the publick Good, with Pleafure confents that they fhall 
be fo apply’d, which is a Condefcenfion in his Majefty, 
that I hope every Gentleman in this Houfe is fully fen- 
fible of, and will freely acknowledge. 
’ I know there has been an Objeétion made, I expe& to 
hear it again made in this Houfe, againft what I now 
propofe : The Objeftion is this, that a great many of 
his Majefty’s Subje&ts will be fubjefted to being try’é 
ina Multitude of Cafes by the Commiffioners of Excife, 
from whom there is no Appeal, but to Commiffioners of 
Appeal, or to Juftices of Peace in the Country, all na- 
med by the King, and removeable at Pleafure, from 
whom the Appellants cannot expeé to meet with Juftice 
or Redrefs. I am far from thinking there is any Ground 
for this Complaint, I am far from thinking that any 
Man ever had a juft Reafon to fay that he was wronged, 
or unjufthy dealt with, either by the Commiffiioners of 
Appeal, or by the Juftices of the Peace at their Quar- 
ter-Seflions ; but in Order to obviate any Objestion of 
this Nature, I propofe that.a}! Appeals in this. Cafe, 
as well as in all other Cafes relating to the Excife, halt 
for the future be heard and determin’d by two or three 
of the Judges to be named by his Majefty, out of the 
twelve Judges belonging to Weftminfter-Hall ; and that in ~ 
the Country, all Appeals from the firft Sentence of his 
Majefty’s Juftices of the Peace, fhall be to the Judge of 
Affize upon the next Circuit which fhall come into that 
Country, who fhall in all Cafes proceed to hear and de- 
termine fuch Appeals in the moft fummary Way, with- 
out the Formality of Proceedings in Courts of Law or 
Equity. From fuch Judges, and from fuch a Manner 
of Proceeding, every Man muft expeét to meet with the 
utmoft Difpatch, and with the moft impartial Juftice 5 
and’ therefore I-muft think, that what,I now propofe can 
be no Inconvenience to thofe who may thereby be fub- 
-jeSted to the Laws of Excife; butthat if there was for- 
~metly any Ground of Complaint, it may be a great 
2 Relief to thofe who are already fubjefted to fuch Laws. 
This is the Scheme which has been reprefented in 
-fach a dreadful and terrible Light: This is the Monfter, 
-that many headed Monfter, which was to devour the 
People, and to commit fuch Ravages over the whole 
4Nation. How juflly it has been reprefented in fuch a 
Light, I thall Jeave to this. Committee, and to the whole 
Werld -without- Doors to judge, JI have faid, I wilt 
Tae gue ay 
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fay it again, that whatever Apprehenfions and Terrors 
People may have been brought under from a falfe and 
malicious Reprefentation of what they neither did nor 
could poffibly know or underftand, I am firmly perfwa- 
ded, when they do come to know and fully to under- 
fland the Scheme which I have now had the Honour to 
open to you, they will view it in another Light; and 
that if it has the good Fortune to be approved of by 
Parliament, and comes to take Effett, the People will 
foon feel the happy Confequences thereof; and when 
they feel thofe good Effeéts, they will no longer think 
thofe People their Friends, who have fo grofly impofed 
‘on their Underftandings. 

T'look upon it as a moft innocent Scheme ; I am con- 
vinced it can be hurtful to none but Smugglers and un- 
fair Traders ; I am certain it will be of great Benefit 
and Advantage to the publick Revenue; and if I hed 
thought otherwife of it, I never would have ventur’d 
to have propofed it in this Place ; therefore I thal! now 
beg Leave to move, that it may be refolved, That it 
is the Opinion of this Committee, that the Subfidy and 
additional Duty upon Tobacco of the Briti/i Plantations, 
granted by an A&t of the r2th of King Charles IT, and 
the Im thereon, granted by an A& of the firit of 
King ames II. and alfo the one third Subfidy thereon, 
granted by an A& of the 2d of Queen Anne, (amount- 
ing in the whole to five Pence and one third Part of a 
‘Penny per Pound) for feveral Terms of Years in the {vid 
refpe&tive Aéts mention’d, and which have fince been 
continu’d and made gerpetual, fubjeft to Redemption 
by Parliament, fhall, from and after the 24th Day of 
“June 1733, ceafe and determine, 





The Scheme being thus open’d and explain’d, the fol- 
lowing Gentlemen feverally fpoke to the Queftion.

and if ai] the Computations he has made upon that Sup- 
pofition were juft, that Quantity of Tobacco, the Duties 
of which the Publick is thereby fuppofed to be entirely 
defrauded of, would amount toa much greater Quanti- 
ty of Tobacco yearly, than grows in the whole Coun- 
‘try from which we fetch that Commodity. [| did not 
expeé& to have heard fuch a long Detail of Fa&s, or fo 
many particular Computations. I do not think it at 
all neceflary upon the prefent Occafion ; I expe&ted that 
the Gentleman would have taken a much more general 
anda more juft Method : I thought he would have ftated 
to us the Quantity of Tobacco yearly imported, the 
Quantity yearly exported, and would have given ug 
the beft Proofs that. could be found for juttifying his 
Computations in that Refpe&t, becaufe from thence eve- 
ry Mun might have eafily feen what Quantity remained 
for home Confumption, and what Sum of Money that 
would have yearly brought in, if the Duties had been 
all regularly paid ; and upon comparing that with what 
thofe Duties have really amounted to for fome Years patt, 
we night have been able to have made fome Guefs at the 
Value of the Frauds that have been committed, and at 
the Advantage that may accrue to the Publick, fuppofing 

that all Frauds had been prevented for Time to come. 
This is the proper Way, the only Wayof coming at 
any Sort of certain Knowledge in the Affair before us, 
but I am afraid if we fhould confider it in this Way, 
we fhould find that the Scheme now propofed to us 
would be of no fuch mighty Advantage to the publick 
Revenue as has been reprefented, even fuppofing that 
all Frauds were for the future to be thereby entirely 
prevented’; and confidering that no Method of Collec- 
tion, no Pains or Penalties, that can be contrived, can 
be fuppofed effeftual for preventing every Fraud that 
may hereafter be invented and fet on Foot; we fhould 
find no great Temptation for agreeing to any Scheme by 
which the Liberties of our Country may be brought in- 
to the Jeaft Danger, for the Sake of any Advantage that 
we could fuppofe would thence accrue to the publick 
Revenue. That there are Frauds committed in the 
Tobacco Trade, I fhall never pretend to deny, I make 
no manner of Doubt but that there are too many Frauds 
committed in that Trade, as well as in every other 
Branch of the publick Revenue : But upon a fair State 
of the Cafe, I am fure they cannot amount to near that 
Value which the honourable Gentleman hag been pleafed 
to 
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to mention; and therefore I beg Leave to examine a 
little thofe particular Frauds and Calculations which 
have been, mention’d by him. 

[Here he went thro’ and examin’d all the Frauds that 
had been mention’d, and all the Computations that had 
Reem, eis more particularly as to the Bonds, then 
adde 

It has been pretended, that the Publick has fuftained 
and are fiill in Danger of fuftaining great Loffes by the 
Methed of granting Bonds for the Duties payable upon 
Tobacco : This I had before heard hinted at by the 
honourable Gentleman, and therefore I have lately had 
a Meeting with feveral of the Merchants in London tra- 
ding in Tobacco: We have examined that Affair, and 
I can now tell that Gentleman, that I have it in Com- 
miffion from them to propofe, that if the Government 
will give usa Difcount but of 20,000/. we will give 
undeniable Security for the Payment of all the Bonds 
they are now poffeffed of, which are not become defpe- 








-wate by the Bondfmen being already gone off, or become 


Bankrupts. 

As to that Fraud call’d Socking, it has been already 
difcover’d, and is, I hope, prevented. But it is well 
known, that it was the Merchants that difcover’d it, 
the Merchants went and complain’d of it to the Come 
mifioners of the Cuftoms, and the Merchants join’é 
and affifted the Officers of the Cuftoms in putting an 
effeftual Stop thereto. This 1 muft know, becaufe I 
had the Honour to go at the Head of feveral Merchants 
trading in Tobacco, to the Commiffioners of the Cu- 
floms, to requeft of them that we might be allow’d to 
give a Gratuity to one of their Officers, who had been 
moft inftrumental in the detefting and preventing of 
that Fraud, and accordingly I myfelf paid that Officer 
‘a very handfome Sum of Money, which we all thought 
his Diligence and Integrity very well deferv’d. 

As to the Frauds committed at the Weighing of the 
Tobacco either on Importation or Exportation, I am 
afraid they are too frequent, but as the Tobacco is al- 
ways weighed upon the publick Cuflom-houfe Keys, 
where Cuftom-houfe Officers fwarm like Bees before a 
Hive, and as there muft be two or three Officers of the 
Cuftoms attending and over-looking the weighing of 
every 'Cask of Tobacco, we cannot fuppofe that thefe 
Frauds were ever fo enormous as they are reprefented to 
be, Whatever Frauds are committed in that Way, muft 

be 
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be either by Negleé& or Collufion of the Officers, and I 
cannot ‘fee how the Schemie now propofed to us will 
make the Officers either of the Cuftoms or the Excife, 
more diligent in their Duty, or more faithful in their 
Truft, than they were heretofore. As to the re-landing 
of Tobacco, after it has beenenter’d for Exportation, it 
was hever pretended that that was praétifed at the Port 
of London, nor can it be pretended that any great Quan- 
tities of fuch Tobacco were ever confum’d in London : 
That is a Praétice that may perhaps have been frequent | 
in the Northern Parts of the Ifland, and in fome diftant 
Creeks and Corners of the Coaft, and while’ there is 
fuch a vaft Difproportion between the prime Coft and 
the Duties on Tobacco, I may prophefy, that in fuch 
remote Places, this will always be a Praétice: It could 
not be prevented by ten times the Number of Officers 
we have, eventho’ we had a much more numerous Ar- 
my to fupport them than we have at prefent. And as 
for the ftripping, cutting, and preffing the Stalks, and 
the Engine'that has been invented for that Purpofe, if 
the honourable Gentleman mention’d it as a Fraud, or 
asa late Difcovery, he miftakes it very much 3 on the 
contrary, it is no Fraud, nor is it a late Difcovery, it is 
a Buftnefs that has been openly, honeftly, and publickly 
éarry’d on for many Years ; it is a Bufinefs that has im- 
prov’d our Tobacco Trade, and is as common and as well 

known as the Bufinefs of a Woollen or a Linnen Draper. 
Permit me now to’ take fome Notice of the Tobacco 
Planters, and of the Hardfhips they are laid under by 
their Tobacco FaGiors, who are, it feems, now become 
their Lords and Mafters. I am fure none of them ever 
thought of complaining, “till they were put upon it by 
Letters and Applications from hence. There are Hard- 
fhips in all Trades, which Men muft neceflarily fabmit 
to, or give up their Bufinefs ; but every Man that. un- 
derftands the Tobacco Trade, muft fee that the Hard- 
fhips the Fa€tors labour under, are by much the moft 
numerous and the moft grievous ; and if this Scheme 
fhould take Effe&t, they will become fo grievous, that 
no Man would be able to ‘continue in the Trade, by 
which the Planters would be utterly undone, and the 
Trade quite loft tothis Nation ; for it will be impoffible 
for them to manage their Plantations, er to fend their 
Produce to Britain, without having fome confiderable 
Merchants fettled here, to fend Ships to receive the 
fame in America, to receive and difpofe of it after it is 
2 landed 
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landed here, and to fupply them with ready Money ’till 
their Tobacco can be brought toa proper Market. As 
to the Remonfirance mention’d by the honourable Gen- 
tleman, to have been lately fent over by the Tobacco 
Planters, I know it was obtain’d by Letters fent from 
hence, .and I believe many of thofe who join’d in it, 
now heartily repent of what they have done; it was 
drawn up in Form of a Petition to this Houfe, and was 
defigned to bave been prefented, but it feems the Pro- 
moters of it have thought better of the Matter : How- 
ever, that it was obtain’d in the unfair Manner I have 
reprefented, Iam now ready to prove, to the Convic- 
tion of the whole World. 

This then, being the Cafe, as the Scheme now propo- 
fed to us cannot be fuppofed to be of any great Benefit 
to.the publick Revenue, as it will be fo far from being 
an Advantage to the fair Trader, or to the honeft Plan- 
ter, that it may probably ruin both, and entirely de- 
firoy our Tobacco Trades tho’ I, and all honeft Men, 
(and I defy that honourable Gentleman, I defy the 
whole World to reproach me with one unfair Praétice 
in the whole Courie of my Life) I fay, tho’ I and all 
honeft Men with from our Hearts that Frauds may be 
prevented in this, as well as in every other Branch of 


' the publick Revenue, yet I cannot give my Affent to a 


Propofition that may be of fo dangerous Confequence ; 
a Propofition which I look upon to be inconfiflent with 
our Conflitution ; I am convinced it would prove a 
moft fatal Stroke to the Liberties of my Country, which 
will, I doubt not, be made plainly appear by other 
Gentlemen.of much gteater Abilities than mine; and 
to every Man who has a Regard for his Country, or for 
the People he reprefents, this laft mutt be a fufficient 
Reafon for being againit it, even tho’ it were otherwife 
the moft beneficial Scheme that had ever been propofed. 
But fiance I-Jook upon my being a Member of this 
Houfe, as the greateft Glory of my Life, fince I look 
upon that Day on which I was chofe one of the Repre- 
fentatives of the City of London, asthe moft aufpicious 
Day of my whole Life, I cannot tamely fit itill and 
hear the whole Body of the Merchants of that great 
City reprefented by that honourable Gentleman as a 
pack of Rogues, Smugglers, and unfair Traders. It is 
a Treatment they no way deferve, it is a very odd, a 
very unkind Sort of Treatment, and fuch a Treatment 
as I am fure they never will forget, and believe never 
will forgive, Sie 
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Sir P—i M——n, for the Borough of Brackley in 
Northamptonjfhire. 
SIR 


HEN I firft heard of this Scheme, I was in 

the Country, and there I muft fay that it had 
been reprefented in fuch a Light, as created a general 
Diflike to it, and raifed great Apprehenfions in the 
Minds of moft People. It was reprefented as a Scheme 
for introducing a general Excife ; fuch a Scheme I own 
I would not allow myfelf to think was contrived or ap- 
proved of by any Gentleman in the Adminiftration ; 
I did imagine, that all thofe in the Adminiftration, 
were very well convinced that a General Excife was 
what the People of England would never quietly fubmit 
to, and therefore did not believe that any of them 
would ever countenance a Scheme which had the leaft 
Tendency that Way. But now, after having heard it 
open’d, and fully explain’d, by the honourable Gentle- 
man on the Floor, I cannot but think that it is a wide 
Step towards eftablifhing a General Excife, and therefore 
mutft be excufed afferting to it. 

How far it relates to Trade, (with which it certainly 
fas a very clofe Conne&tion) I fhall leave to be explain’d 
by others more converfant in thofe Affairs; nor will I 
take upon me to fay how far.it may be a Remedy for the 
Frauds mention’d by the honourable Gentlenian ; but 
there is another Concern which I hall always, while I 
have the Honour to fit in this Houfe, have a particular 
Eye to, and that is, the Liberty of my Country. The 
Danger with which this Scheme feems to threaten the 
Liberty of many of my Fellow Subjefts, is alone of fuf- 
ficient Force to make me give my Negative to the Que- 
ftion. Let Gentlemen but refle&t, let them but caft 
their Eyes back on the feveral Laws that have been 
made fince the Revolution, they will there find, that 
there has been already more Power vefted in the Crown, 
than may be thought altogether confiftent with the Con- 
ftitution of a free Country ; and therefore, I hope this 
Houfe will never think of adding to that Power, which 
there may be fome Ground to fufpeét is already too far 
extended. 

The Laws of Excife have always been look’d upon as 
moft grievous to the Subjest: All thofe already fubjested 
to fuch Laws, are, in my Opinion, fo far depriv’d of 
their Liberty ; and fincs by this Scheme, 2 great many 
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more of his Majefty’s faithful Subjeéts are to be fubje&t- 
ed to thofe arbitrary Laws, let the Advantages accruing 
to the Publick from it, be never fo great or fo many, they 
will be purchafed at too dear a Rate, if they are purcha- 
fed at the Expence of the Liberty of the meaneft of his 
Majetty’s Subjefts ; for even the meaneft Man in the 
Nation, has as natural and as good a Right to his Liberty, 
as the greateft Man in this or in any other Kingdom. 
Let us but take a View of the neighbouring Nations 
in Europe, they were all once free, the People of every 
one of them had once as many Liberties and Privileges 
to boaft of, as we have now ; but at prefent they are 
moft of them reduced to a State of Slavery, they have 
no Liberty, no Property, no Law, nor any Thing they 
can depend on. Let us examine their Hiftories, let us 
enquire into the Methods by which they were deprived 
of their Liberties, and we fhall find a very near Re- 
femblance between thofe Methods and the Scheme now 
propofed to us. Almoft in every Country in the World, 
the Liberties of the People have been deftroy’d, under 
Pretence of preferving, or of ref{cuing the People from 
fome great Evil, to which it was pretended they were 
expofed ; this is the very Cafe now before us, in order 
to enable the Crown to prevent fome little Frauds pre- 
tended to have been committed in the ancient Method 
of colle&ting the publick Revenue, it is propofed to 
us to put fuch a Power in the Hands of the Crown, as 
may enable fome future Prince to enflave the whole Na- 
tion. This is really the Light in which this Scheme 
uppears to me, but to the honourable Gentleman who 
propofed it to us, I am perfuaded it. appears in a quite 
different Light, otherwife I am certain he would never 
have propofed it to this Committee: However, fince 
the Generality of the Nation have already fhewn a great 
Diflike to it ; I therefore hope the honourable Gentle- 


man may be prevailed on to delay it *till another Seflion 


of Parliament; in fuch a Delay there oan be no Danger, 
there can be no great Lofs to the Publick, more-efpecial- 
ly fince the Money to be thereby raifed, is not fo much 
as propofed to be applied to the current Services of the 
prefent Year. If it be delay’d ’till another Seffion of 
Parliament, Gentlemen will then have Time to confider 
it fully, and to confult with their Conflituents about it 5 
by that Time it may poffibly appear in a quite different 
Light, both to me and to many other Gentlemen, with- 
out Doors as well as within ; and then, if upon Exa- 
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mination it appéars to be as good a Thing as fome Gen- 
tlemen now {teil to believe, it will, without Doubr, 
be approved of by the Generality of thofe without, as 
welP 4s.by thé Majority of thofe within. 

* But TP hope hore Géntlemen who have now fo good 
an Opthion of the Scheme, will not think of thrufting 
it down People’s throats, when they fee that the Gene- 
rality of the Nation have an Opinion of it quite diffe- 
rent from what they have ; fuch a Refolution, fach an 
. Attempt might produce Confequences which I tremble 
to think of; and this is another Motive which is of 
reat Weight with’me's I have the Honour te know his 
Majetty, Kis Royal Perfon I have formerly had the 
Honour to approach, and I know him to be a Prince of 
f6 much Goodnefs, that were this Scheme reprefented 
in this Light to Kim, he never would approve of it > 
to him it will always be a fufficient Reafon againft any 
Propofition, that the Generality of his People have 
fhewn their Diflike to it: I love his Majefty, I have a 
fincere and a dutiftl Refpe& for him and al! his Royal 
Family, and therefore I thal! always be afraid of any 
Thing that may alienate the AffeCtions of marty of his 
Majefty’s faithful Subjefts, which F believe would be 
the certain Conféquence of the prefent Eftablifhment 
of this Scheme; for which Reafons, if the Queftion be 
now pufied, I fhall moft heartily give my Negative’ 
to “it. bey ; 


SIR, 

Fter the honourable Gentleman by me had opened: 

to the Committee in a Manner fo full and fo clear, 
a Scheme which had met with fo unfair and fo ungene- 
rous a Treatment, before thofe who treated it fo, could 
know any Thing about it, I little expetted that the ho- 
nourable Gentleman who fpoke Jaft, or any Gentleman 
in this Committee, could be fo far deceiv’d, as to have 
taken it in the Light they now do. In my Opinion, 
the Debate is now put upon a Footing very different 
from what it ought to be: What can the Affair now 
before us, have todo with our Conftitution ? There is 
nothing, there can be nothing fuppofed to be in the Pro- 
pofition made by my honourable Friend, that can in 
the Jeaft tend towards incroaching on our Conftitution, 
or towards affeGting the Liberty of the Subjeét. The 
only Confideration at prefent before us is, Whether we 
thall allow thofe grots~ Frauds and Abufes formerly 
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«ommitted in the Tobacco Trade to be tlill carry’d on 
with Impunity, or accept of a Remedy, which by ef- 
feStually preventing thefe Frauds for the future, will 
confiderably improve the publick Revenue, will be of 
great Advantage to the fair Trader, and of fingular Uf 
and Benefit to the whole Nation ? 

This is the plain Queftion now before us, and if it 
be confider’d in its proper Light, without confounding 
it with other Matters with which it has no manner of 
Relation, I am fure it cannot admit of any Debate. 
The honourable Gentleman in opening this Affair to us, 
made it fo manifeft, that there have been great Frauds 
committed in that Branch of Trade, and that the pre- 
venting of thofe Frauds would be a great Improvement 
to the publick Revenue, that what he advanced on 
that Head, has not been oppofed or contradifted: And 
this Houfe has been upon ail Occatfions fo very careful of 
the publick Revenues, and has been always fo ready to 
agree to any Meafures for preventing Abufes in the 
Colleéting of them, that I cannot help thinking that 
the Diflike which appears againft the Remedy now pro- 
pofed, muft proceed from fome other Motives than 
Gentlemen are willing to own. 

It is certain, that by the Frauds and Abufes that ere 
committed in this Branch ofthe Revenue, not only the 
Publick is cheated of what is due to them, but like- 
wife every private Confumer is moft groflly impofed 
on, for he pays the fame Price as if the Duties had 
attually been paid to the Publick. He paysa high Price 
for what he confumes, but then he has this for his Com- 
fort, that he thinks a great Part of that high Price goes 
towards the publick Good of his Country ; but in all 
fraudulent Trade he is impofed on, the high Price he 
Pays, goes every Farthing of it into the Pocket of the 
fraudulent ‘Dealer. This then being plainly the Cafe, 
I thould think that the Gentlemen who are to oppofe 
this Scheme, ought to endeavour to fhew us, that no 
fuch Frauds as are pretended, have been committed, or 
that they are fo inconfiderable that they are not worth 
minding, or that what is propefed would be no Sort of 
Remedy for them ; but upon the prefent Queition, to 
talk of our Conftitution, feems really to me, to be a Sore 
of Infinuation, as if Frauds in the ColleGting of the pub- 
lick Revenue, were become a Part of out Conflitution, 
and that whoever attempts to remedy them, mutt at- 
éempt fomething againft our Conftitution: And as to 
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the Liberty of the Subjeét, it is not poflible for me to 
find out any Liberty that can be f{lruck at by the Scheme 
now before us, but the Liberty of Smuggling ; for as to 
National Liberty, as to that Liberty which has always 
been, and I hope always will be the Glory of the Peo- 
ple of thefe Kingdoms, it is certain that our publick 
Revenues are its greateft Security : How then can that 
Scheme be faid to tend towards the deftroying of Liber- 
ty, which fo evidently tends towards the Improvement 
of that upon which our Liberty manifeftly depends ? 

As to the raifing Glamours and Difaffef&tion among 
his Majefty’s faithful Subjeéts, there can be no Reafon 
for apprehending any fuch Thing from the Scheme now 
propofed to us: Whatever Clamours may have been 
unjuftly raifed by ill-defigning Men aguinft the Scheme 
before it was known, will certainly all vanifh as foon as 
it comes to be publickly known, that there never was 
any Thing intended by the Scheme, but only to enable 
the Publick to receive thofe Duties they are already by 
Law entitled to, and to prevent the fair Trader’s being 
undone by Rogues and Smugglers; fo that one ftrong 
Argument with me for agreeing to the Scheme is, that 
by carrying it into execution, and thereby fhewing to 
every Man what it really is, thofe ill-grounded Cla- 
mours, which have been raifed by the Enemies of the 
Government, may be allay’d, and may be miade appear 
to be at Jaft as groundlefs as they were at firft malicious. 
Befides, as one of the chief Things intended by this 
Scheme, is the Relief of the Landed Intereft ; it muft 
contribute towards eftablifhing his Majefty and his Go- 
vernment in the Hearts and AffeStions of ‘all the Landed 
Gentlemen in England, when they fee themfelves fo 
confiderably relieved as to a Tax which they have been 
charged with for a great many Years, and that without 
joading them, or any of their Fellow Subje&s, with 
any new Tax whatever, or obliging one honeft Man in’ 
the Kingdom to contribute a Farthing to the publick 
Charge more than he did before : This muft fecure to 
his Majefty the AffeStions of all honeft Men, and it’ 
will greatly improve our Charafter among our Foreign 
Neighbours ; for when they fee that the Government 
may be fupported in Ttimes of Peace, without the Affi- 
ttance of that Impofition which is yearly raifed upon the 
Landholders of Great Britain, they will be careful of. 
giving us any Difiurbance or Offence, they will all fee 
that we have a Fund in referve, ready at all Times, 
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and fufficient for fupporting a moft heavy and expenfive 
War. 

As to the Severity of the Laws of Excife, I am fur- 
prifed to hear Gentlemen talk fo much of it as they 
do. They talk of thofe Laws as if there were foime- 
thing in them moft fingularly fevere, when it is well 
know that the Laws of the Cuftoms are in many Cafes 
as fevere as thofe of the Excife, and the Powers granted 
by the former, are in moft Cafes as extenfive as thofe 
granted by the latter: An Officer of the Cuftoms has, 
in many Cafes, a Power of entering the Houfe of any 
Subje&t in Britain; This is a Power that is abfolutely 
neceffary to be given, and will always be necefflary, as 
Jong as we have any Duties to be levy’d : It is a Power 
they have had for many Years, and yet it never has 
been, I hope it never will be abufed ; if ever it fhould, 
the Parliament would, without Doubt, feverely cha- 
ftife that Officer that committed fuch an Abufe, or 
thofe Commiffioners who dared to encourage him in 
the committing of any fuch Abufe. In this therefore 
the Laws of the Excife are no more fevere than the 
Laws of the Cuftoms, and in moft other Cafes, we fhall 
find them pretty much the fame with refpect to Seve- 
tity 3 for which Reafon I could not but be furprifed to 
hear she honourable Gentleman who {poke laft fay, that 
he thought all thofe who were fubjeé to the Laws of 
Excife were dawnright Slaves, and were entirely de- 
ache of their Liberty: I believe that moft of thofe 

eople who are fubjett to the Laws of Excife, look up- 
on themfelves to be as free, and enjoy as much Liberty, 
as any other of his Majefty’s Subjetts. 

One of the great Complaints againft this Scheme is, 
I find, that it will greatly encreafe the Number of Ex- 
cife:Officers ; a new Army of Excifemen it is faid 
muft be raifed for the Execution of this Scheme, and 
this may be of dangerous Confequence to our Liberties. 
But ‘how little Weight there is in this Argument, I 
leave to every Gentleman to judge ; The whole Num- 
ber propofed to be added is not above 126 Officers ; but 
granting that there were to be 150, is this Nation to be 
enflaved by 150 Jittle Excifemen ? In this there is real- 
ly fomething fo ridiculous, that I am almoft afhamed to 
mention it. ee at ee 

"“ Another Objeftion is, that thereby a great many Peo- 
ple will be fubjefted to be try’d by the Commiflioners 
of Excife, or by Commiflioners of Appeal, who are 
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entirely dependent on the Crown, and removeable at 
Pleafure ; but this Objeétion is, I think, entirely re. 
moved, by making the Appeal to three Judges in Weft- 
minfter-Ha!l, who are all Judges for Life, and are confe- 
quently entirely independent on the Crown. To this 
the Gentlemen anfwer, that, even before thofe Judges, 
the Subjeét is not to be tried by a Jury, and this is 
loudly complained of, as if the fubjetting of Engli/hmen 
to any Tryal but that by a Jury, were a great Innovation, 
and adangerous Encroachment upon our Conftitution. 
I own that by the Great Charter, by one of the funda- 
mental Articles of our Conftitution, every Enli/hman is 
to be try’d by his Peers; but has not the Wifdom of 
the Nation found it neceffary to admit of many Excep- 
tions to this general Rule ; we have feverai of our moft 
eminent Courts, which are in every Method of their 
Proceeding an Exception to this Rule ; in the Court of 
Chancery we have no Trials by Juries ; in the High 
Court of Admiralty we have no Trials by Juries ; and 
in many particular Cafes it is order’d, that the Affair 
fhall be try’d in the moft fummary Way without any 
jury : In all thefe Cafes the Wifdem of the Nation 
found it neceflary to depart from the general Rule efla- 
blifhed by the Great Charter, and therefore they altered 
the Method of Trial ; Why fhould not the Legiflature 
now do the fanie? Is not their Power the fame? And 
if they fee good Reafon forit in the prefent Cafe, ought 
not they to da it? Whatever is done by the Wifdom of 
Parliament, becomes a Part of our Conftitution ; and 
whatever new Method of Trial is thereby introduced, 
becomes from thenceforth as mucha Part of our Confti- 
tution as ever the old one was. 

Now, if ever there was a Reafon in any Cafe for 
‘altering the ancient Method of Trial by Jury, I am 
Sure there is a very flrong Reafon for altering it with 
Regard te Trials concerning the Revenue: Every 
Gentleman, who has been the leaft Converfant in the 
Courts of Weftminfter-Hall, well knows the Partiality 
of Juries in Favour of thofe who are fucd by the Crown 
for any Frauds in the publick Revenue; I could give 
many Inftances of it, but I fhail mention only one, 
{Here he inform’d the Houfe of the Cafe.} The De- 
fendant in this Cafe was one of the moft famous and the 
moft notorious Smugglers in the whole Country, he 
had often been try’d for fuch Praétices, and though he 
Ahad always before efcaped, yet it was thought impofible 
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he fhould then get off; I had then the Honour to ferve 
the Crown, and fo muft very well remember the Trial ; 
the Evidence againft him was fo very full and clear, tha¢ 
I believe there was not a Man in the Court, except 
thofe on the Jury, who were not fully convinced of the 
Truth of the Evidence given againft him; he was, ac- 
cording to the Opinion of every other Man prefent fully 
conviéted of what he was accufed of; yet the Gentle- 
men of the Jury thought fit to bring in a Verdj& in his 
Favour: So that really the Crown can never pretend to 
prevent Smuggling or unfair Trading as long as the 
Trials are to be for the moft part by Juries ; and where 
it hecomes neceflary to alter that Method of Trial, the 
altering it in that new Cafe can no more be faid to be 
an Innovation or an Incroachment on our Coniflitution, 
than the altering of it formerly in another Cafe was. 

In fhort, I have as great a Value for the Liberty of 
my Fellow Subjetts as any Gentleman in this Houfe; I 
fhall always be ready to appear for the Liberties of my 
Country, whenever I fee them in any Manner attacked ; 
but as Liberty does not at all enter into the prefent 
Queftion, it is needlefs to make any Declarations about 
it, or to have it any wife under our Confideration, and 
therefore I fhall be very ready to give my Affent to the 
Motion made by the honvurable Gentleman neur me.

Rife up only to explain myfelf as to one Particular, 
in which the honourable and learned Gentleman over 
the Way, for whom I have a very great Refpeét, fecms 
to have miftaken me, or rather, has mifreprefented what 
Ifaid. For I did not fay, that thofe who are now fub- 
je& to the Laws of Excife, are downright Slaves, or that 
they are totally depriv’d of their Liberty. I fhould be 
forry if any fuch Thing could be faid of any Man that 
has the leaft Pretence to call himfelf a Subdjett of Great 
Britain ; but I faid that thofe who are fubjetted® to the 
Laws of Excife, are in fo far as they are fubjef&ted to 
fach Laws depriv’d of their Liberty : They are depri- 
ved of a Part of their Liberty, and therefore cannot be 
faid to be as free as any other of his Majefty’s Subjeéts.

find that the honourable Gentleman who opened this 

Scheme to the Committee, and the honourable and 
learned Gentleman who fpoke laft, make great Com- 
plaints of fome People’s having grofly and malicioutly 
mifreprefented their Scheme, before thofe malicious 
Perfons knew what it was. For my Part, I happen to 
be of ‘avery different Way of thinking ; for tho’ I am 
far from‘ thinking ‘that the Scheme, as now open’d to us, 
is thé ‘very fame with what it was when firft, formed, 
yet.exen.as it is now opened, it is fuch a Scheme, in 
my Opinion, as cannot, even by Malice itfelf, be re- 
prefented to be worfe than it really is. _ Now that I 
Know it; now that I fee what it is, it appears to me to 
be a” Scheme that will be attended with all thofe bad 
Confequences that ever wers apprehended from it before 
it was known ; and I plainly torefee, that it wil] pro- 
duce none of thofe good Effedts which Gentlemen have. 
been pleafed to entertain us with the Hopes of: They, - 
have, indeed, gilded the Pill a little, but the Compo- 
fition within is ftill the fame ; and if the People of 
England be obliged to fwallow it, they will find it as 
bitter a Pill as ever was {waliow’d by them fince they 
were a People. 

The learned Gentleman was pleafed to fay, that he. 
was of Opinion, that the Oppofition to this wicked 
Scheme, (for fo I muft call it) proceeded from other 
Motives than Gentlemen are willing to own, I do not 
know what Motives he can mean ; but I am perfuaded 
that thefe Gentlemen who propofe this Scheme, have 
fome fecret Views which it would neither be convenient 
or fafe for them to own in this Place. For as to any 
Reafons or Views which may be openly avow’d for the 
propofing of this Scheme, I know of none but that of 
preventing the Frauds that may be committed in that 
Branch of the Revenue now under our Confideration ;

Remedy, a Remedy which is certainly much worfe 
than the Difeafe ? Before I proceed any farther, I thall 
defire that the Commiflioners of the Cuftoms, who are 
attending at the Door, may be called in. 

{The Commiffioners were accordingly called in, and 
being asked by Sir Ff—n, What they thought the Value 
of the Frauds committed in the Tobacco Trade might 
amount to one Year with another ? theirAnfwer in Effest 
was, That they had never made any Computation ; but 
one of them faid, that by a Computation he had made, 
only to fatisfy his own private Curiofity, he believed 
the Frauds come to their Knowledge might amount to 30 
or 40,000/. per Ann. one Year with another. Then Sir 
F—x* put the following Queftion to them, Whether or 
no it was their Opinion, that if the Officers of the 
Cuftoms performed their Duty diligently and faithfully, 
it would not effeQually prevent all or moft of the Frauds 
that could be committed in the Tobacco Trade? To 
which they anfwer’d, that it was their Opinion it would. 
Then he asked them, Whether or no it was their Opi- 
nion, that if the Commiffioners of the Cuftoms had the 
fame Power over their Officers that the Commiffioners 
of the Excife have over theirs, it would contribute a 
great deal towards making them more exaét and more 
faithful in the Difcharge of their Duty than they now 
are? And their Anfwer was, That they believed it 
would. After this, the Commiffioners being withdrawn, 
Sir F—n went on to this Effett} 

T now leave it to every Gentleman in this Houfe to 
confider, what real Pretence can be formed for introdu- 
cing fuch a dangerous Scheme, as what has been propo- 
fed to us. The only Pretence I have yet heard made 
Ufe of is, the preventing of Frauds, by which, fay 
they, the fair Trader will be encouraged, and the 
Revenue encreafed ; but now you fee, that it is the 
Opinion, even of the Commiffioners of the Caftoms, 
that, by a due Execution of the Laws now in Being, 
all or moft of thofe Frauds may be effeftually prevented 5 
and I am fure, if they can be prevented by the Lawes in 
Being, the preventing of them by that Method will 
contribute much more to the Encreafe of the publick 
Revenue, and to the Encouragement of the fair Trader, 
than the preventing of them by Means of the dangerous 
Scheme ‘now propofed to us. Inow leave it te the 





- whole World to judge, who are they that have fecret 


Motives which they are not willing teown, which they 
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dare not own, Whether it be thofe whoa are the Propo- 
fers and Promoters of this Scheme, or thofe who are 
the Oppofers of it 2 

The learned Gentleman feemed to be furprifed how 
our Conftitution, or the Liberties. of our Country came 
to be brought in to the prefent Debate; he faid he 
thought they had no Manner of Concern in the prefent 
Queftion. I am forry to differ from a Gentleman, who 
by his Profeffion ought, and who certainly does under- 
ftand the Nature of our Conftitution, as well as any 
Man in England ; but I am of Opinion, that the Con- 
ftitution of our Government, and the Liberty of the 
Subje&t was never more nearly or more immediately 
concerned in any Queftion, than they ate in the prefent ; 
they are both fo deeply concerned, that. their Preferva- 
tion or their total Overthrow depends entirely upon 
the Succefs of the Scheme. now under Confideration : If 
the Scheme fucceeds, they muft tumble of courfe, if the 
Scheme is defeated, they may be preferved 3 I hope 
they will be preferved ’till Time fhall be no more. 
But I muft fay, that the learned Gentleman, and every 
Gentleman, who appears as an Advocate for the Scheme 
now propofed to us, is much in the Right to keep, if 
they can, the Conftitution and the Liberties of their 
Country out of the Debate ; it 1s from thence that the 
principal Arguments are to be formed againft their 
Scheme ; it is from thence that fuch Arguments may be 
form’d againft it, as muft appear unanf{werable to every 
Man who has a Regard for either. 

The Gentleman tells us, that there are but 120, or 
150 Excife Officers, befides Warehoufe-keepers, to be 
added by the Scheme now before us, and this additional 
Number they feem to make a Ridicule of; but confi- 
dering the Swarms of Tax-gatherers we have already 
eftablith’a, this fmall Number (as they call it) is no 
trivial Matter ; and I would be glad to know from 
thofe ‘Gentlemen, what they caJl Warehoufe-keepers, 
and what Number of them may be neceffary ? I hope 
they will allow, that a Warchoufe-keeper appointed by 
the Treafury, and paid by the Treafury, is an Officer 
of the Revenue, as much as any other Officer whatever ; 
and if the Number that there muft be of them be ad- 
sled to the other, I belicve we may find that the. Num- 
ber of Revenue-Officers to be added by this Scheme 


maul be very corifiderable, 
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As for the new Method of Appeal propofed; I can 
fee no Advantage that it will be of to any unfortunate 
Ma that may have Occafion for it. In all Cafes, the 
Charge and the Trouble of attending muft be very great, 
and the Event very precarious; but in moft Cafes, 
where poor Retailers may have Occafion to be concerned, 
the Charge and Trouble of Attendance muft be greater 
than the Subje&t can bear, fo that all fuch People mut 
fuccumb, they muft fubmit to the Determination of 
the Commiffioners of Excife, and can expe no other 
Redrefs, but what they meet with from the Mercy of 
thofe Commiffioners. The Judges of Wefiminfter-Hall 
are, "tis true, for Life, but they are all named by the 
Crown ; I fhali fay nothing of the prefent Judges, who 
fo worthily fill the feveral Benches of Weftminfter-Hall s 
but if they fhould die, and if the Crown fhould be re- 
folved ‘to ufe that Power which the Parliament hed 
put into their Hands, in order to opprefs the Subject, 
they will always find Judges fit for their Purpofe ; Judges 
are but Men, they are fubjeét to the fame Frailties that 
other Men are, and the Crown has always plenty of 
Baits wherewithal to tempt them. A Judge may be 
made a Lord Chief Juftice, a Lord Chief Juftice may 
be made a Lord ChancelJor, and every one may havea 
Son, a Brother, or a Coufin to be provided for. The 
Crown has many Ways by which they may win over 





even a Judge to adminifter Juttice according te the Di- 


re&tions he fhall receive from Conrt ; more efpecially 
when he is to adminifter Juftice in a fummary Way, 
and without the ufual Forms of proceeding in Courts 
of Law or Equity. For by this new Method of Appeal, 
which has been fo much bragg’d of, Care has been taken 
that the Subjeét fhall not be reftored to their ancient 
Birth-right, that is, to a Trial by Jury: No, this f 
find is moft carefully avoided, and yet { think it muft 
be allow’d, that it is the inherent Right of every Evy- 
lifhman to be tried by his Peers; I am not fo much ac- 
quainted with Law as to give an Account of the feveral 
Cafes in which this Method of Trial has been fet afide, 
or the Reafons for fo doing ; but I will venture to fay, 
that wherever that Method has been fet afide, whether 
the fame was done by the Wifdom of the Nation, or 
otherwife, fuch Alteration was an Innovation, and was 
a dangerous Encroachment upon the original Charter of 
eur Conftitution,

Months the Subject of Converfation amongft 
People: of all Ranks and Qualities, I was fully refolved 
to fufpend my Judgment-in-Relation ta it, ’till% fhould 
hear. it fully opened and laid before this. Houfe. .. There 
were, indeed, fuch Clamours raifed. without Doors, and 
it was reprefented in fo many hideous, Shapes; that I 
cannot..fay but I came this Morning, to: the Houfe,: if 
‘prejudiced, rather againft, than in Favour of any fuch 
Proje&;, but fill.1.came;:as J always do, altogether 
undetermin’d, and refolved fo to remain, tilt]. was 
fully inform’d by other Gentlemen, in the Courfe. of 
the Debete,iof.all thofe Faéts which ought to be known 
before any Determination can be made in an Affair. of 

fo great/I mportance,, t ow dcasivicish tevsied W 
> Lhad. before heard, that by this Scheme. the Landed 
Gentlemen were to be cafed of a Part of the Land Tax, 
as that 
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that the publick Revenue was to be greatly improved, 
and that our Planters in America, and our fair Traders 
at home were to be greatly encouraged ; bur all thefe 
Confiderations would have had no Weight with me, if I 
had found that fo many of my Fellow Subjetts were 
thereby to have been fubjefted to the grievous Laws of 
Excife without any Alleviation or Alteration. I muft 
own, that the Severity ofthe Laws of Excife has been 
Jong juftly complain’d of, but at the fame Time I mutt 
fay, that the many Frauds committed in that Branch of 
the publick Revenue now under our Confideration are 
moft heavy and grievous, and what I cannot think of 
feeing the Nation fuffer any longer under, without ap- 
plying fome proper Remedy ; and fince by the Propo- 
fition now made to us, there is not only an effeftual Ke-

Whatever Refolutions we may come to in thie Com- 
gaittee, there will probably be a Bill or Bills order’d to 
be brought in purfyant to them ; and if in the Courfe 
{aH of 
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of the Debate, any real Difficulties be flarted, if any 
reafonable Objeftions be made, without Doubt all pro- 
per Care will be taken, in the Framing fuch Bill or 
Bills, to obviate all thofe Difficulties and Objeftions: 
This I make no manner of Doubt of, and therefore I can 
find no Difficulty in giving my Affent to the Queftion 
propofed,

Ther Gentlemen have already fully explain’d and 
fet forth the great Inconveniencies which mutt be 
brought on the Trade of this Nation by the Scheme now 
propofed to us; thofe have been made very apparent, 
and from them arifes a very ftrong Obje&tion againft 
what is now propofed ; but the greateft ObjeCtion arifes 
from the Danger to which this Scheme will moft cer- 
tainly expofe the Liberties of our Country; Thofe Li- 
berties for which our Anceftors have fo often ventured 
their Lives and Fortunes ; thofe Liberties which have 
coft this Nation fo much Blood and Treafure, feem al- 
ready to be greatly retrenched; I am forry to fay it, 
but what is now in Difpute, feems to me to be the 
Jaft Branch of Liberty we have to contend for ; we have 
already eftablifh’d a Standing Army, and have made it 
gn a Manner, part of our Conftitution; we have alrea- 
dy fubjeSted great Numbers of the People of this Nation 
to the arbitrary Laws of Excife, and this Scheme is fo 
wide a Step towards fubje&ting all the reft of the People 
of England to thofe arbitrary Laws, that it will be im- 
poflible for us to recover or to prevent the fatal Confe- 
quences of fuch a Scheme. 

We are told that his Majefty is a good and a wife 
Prince, we all believe him to be fo; but I hope no 
Man will pretend to draw any Argument from thence 
for our furrendering thofe Liberties and Privileges, 
which have- been handed down to us by our Anceftors ; 
We have, indeed, nothing to fear from his prefent Ma- 
jefty, he never will make a bad Ufe of that Power 
which we have put into his Hands ; but if we once 
grant to the Crown too great an Extent of Power, we 
cannot recall that Grant when we have a Mind ; and 
tho’ his Majefty fhould never make a bad Ufe of it, 
fome of his Succeffors may: The being govern’d by a 
wife anda good King, does not make the People a free 
People; the Romans were as great Slaves under the few 
good Emperors they had to reign over them, as they 
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were under the moft crucl of their Tyrants: After the 
People have once given up their Liberties, their Go- 
vernors have all the fame Power of opprefling them, 
tho’ they may not, perhaps, all make the fame wicked 
Ufe of the Power lodg’d in their Hands; but a Slave 
that has the good Fortune to meet with a good-natur’d 
anda human Mafter, is no lefs a Slave, than he that 
meets with a cruel and a barbarous one. Our Liberties 
are too valuable, and have been purchafed at too high 
a Price, to be fported with, or wantonly given up, 
even to the beft of Kings: We have before now had 
fome good, fome wife and gracious Sovereigns to reign 
over us, but we find that under them our Anceftors 
were as jealous of their Liberties as they were under 
the worft of our Kings: It is to be hoped that we have 
ftill the fame Value for our Liberties, if we have, we 
certainly will ufe all peaceable Methods to preferve and 
fecure them; and if fuch Methods fhould prove inef- 
feftual, I hope there is no Englifhman but has Spirit 
enough to ufe thofe Methods for the Prefervation of our 
Liberties, which were ufed by our Anceflors for the 
Defence of theirs, and for tranfmitting them down to 
us in that glorious Condition.in which we found them. 
There are fome flill alive, who bravely ventur’d their 
Lives and Fortunes in Defence of the Liberties of their 
Country ; there are many whofe Fathers were embark’d 
in the fame glorious Caufe, Let it never be faid, that 
the.Sons of fuch Men wantonly gave up thofe Liberties 
for which their Fathers had rifqued fo much, and that 
for the poor Pretence of fupprefiing a few Frauds in the 
ColleGing of the publick Revenues, which might eafi- 
ly have ,been fuppreffed without entering into any fuch 
dangerous Meafures. . This is ail I fhall trouble you 
with at prefent, but fo much I thought was incumbent 
upon me to fay, in order that I might enter my Proteft 
againgt the Queition now before us.

THE honourable Gentleman who open’d this Affsic 
ta us, took up fo much-of the Time of the Commit- 
tee, and it- is, now fo very late, that I am almott afraid 
of giving you any Trouble at prefent ; but I hope, con- 
fidering the Fmportance of the Subje&, that Gentlemen 
will excufe me, and will allow me to take fome Notice 
of what has been faid by the honourable Gentieman 
whe 
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who introduced the Debate, and the honourable and 
Jearned Gentleman who fpoke laft but one. As to the 
Frauds which the honourable Gentleman dwelt fo long 
on, and which the honourable and learned Gentleman 
was pleafed to call heavy and grievous, I believe every 
Gentleman in the Committee is convinced thas‘there 
are fuch Frauds, I believe every Gentleman will agree 
that they are moft heavy and moft grievous ; but I do 
not believe that it is but of late that the honourable 
Gentleman has come to the Knowledge of them, nor do 
I believe that the Frauds relating to Wine and Tobacco, 
are the only Frauds he has heard complained of 3 there 
is hardly a Gentleman in the Kingdom but has heard 
of Frauds in almoft every Branch of the Publick Reve- 
nue 3 even that honourable Gentleman mutt have heard 
many Years ago of the Frauds committed in the To- 
bacco and Wine Trade ; Why then was there no Reme- 
dy fooner propofed ? How could that Gentleman fee the 
publick Revenue, for which he expreffes fuch a tender 
Concern, fuffer fo long by thofe Frauds, without propo- 
fing fome Expedient for preventing them: The Expe- 
dient now propofed is certainly no fuch new or extraor- 
dinary Thing ; it might have been thought of, I dare 
fay it has often been thought on before this Time, but it 
feems it was never thought proper to propofe it "till now 5 
at leatt it was never “till now thought neceflary ; and 
yet it cannot be faid, but that the Frauds both in Wine 
and Tobacco were as great formerly as they are at this 
prefent Time. 

The honourable Gentleman has been pleafed to tell us, 
that his Thoughts are entirely confined to the two Arti- 
cles of Wine and Tobacco, and that nothing elfe was 
ever defigned by him, or any of his Acquaintance, to 
be fubjetted to the Laws of Excife : Whatever his 
Thoughts may have been in Time paft, he muft ex- 
cufe me if I fay, that Ido not believe they will be fo 
much confined in Time tocome. Are there not Frauds 
committed in every Branch of the publick Revenue ? 
Will not that honourable Gentleman think himfelf as 
much bound in Duty to lay thofe Frauds before this 
Houfe, and propofe a Remedy for them, as he now 
thinks himfelf bound to expofe and to offer a Remedy 
for preventing the Frauds in Wine and Tobacco? And if 
the Remedy now propofed, be deemed by Parliament 
the moft proper and effe€tual Remedy for preventing 
the Frauds in Wine and Tobacco, will not that be 7 
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Ufe of 'as an Argument” for’ applying the fame Remedy 
as to the Frauds in every other Branch of the publick 
Revenue ? Wil! “it not be faid; You did fo and fo in the 
Cafe of Wine ‘andTobacco, why fhould you feruple to 
apply the fime Remedy‘in the ‘Cafe now before you ? 
So that, from the Gentleman’s own Reafoning, from his 
own Way of Arguing as to the Café which he has been 
leafed now to lay before us, one tay fee a molt plain

Even the great King William, notwithflanding 
all he had done for the People of England, notwithftand- 
ing he was moft generally belov’d and effeem’d by his, 
Subjests, yet he had like to have fuffer’d by a Notion’s 
prevailing among the People, that fome new Enxcifés 
were to have been eftablifh’d. It was publickly faid, that 
we had got a Dutch King, and that thetefore we were to 
be faddled with Dutch Excifes : That wife King was fo 
fenfible of the Danger he might be expofed to by the 
prevailing of fuch a Notion, that he thought it neceffa. 
ry to difavow any fuch Intention by a publick Decla- 
ration. 

I moft readily believe, that the honourable and lear- 
ned Gentleman over the Way comes at.all Times to this 
Honufe undetermined as to any Point that is to be brought 
before uss I believe he always coities refolved to be de- 
termined by what fhall be offer’d in the Courfe of the 
Debate ; but Tam very much at.a Lofs to find out what 
in the prefent Debate has determin’d him to be of the, 
Opinion he now feems to be of ? He has, indeed, i 
us, that’ the Reformation propofed as to the Laws of 
Excife, is what very much weighs with kim; he fays, 
that the Laws of Excife are to be blunted, that their, 
Edge is to be taken off by what is now propofed. In 
this, I muft confefs my Short-fightednefs, I can fee no. 
Reformation in what is propofed ; what I look on as. 
moft grievous in the Laws of Excife is to continue the. 
fame as before: Are not the Officers to have the fame, 
oppreffive and vexatious Powers continued to them? Are 
not the Commiffioners to have the fame difpenfing Power, 
with Regard to Fines and Forfeitures ? Are Trials by 
Jury to be reftored to the Subjeéts? No, all thefe Grie- 
‘wances are to remain on the fame Footing they were on. 
before. The Power and Influence of the Crown. by 
Means of the Laws of Excife, is fill to be as great as.

_ Gentlemen have faid, that there are no Complaints 
made of the Laws of Excife, or of the Oppreflions of 
Excif:-Offcers 3 but I believe there is ne’er a Gentle- 
man in this Houfe, who cannot give. fume Inftances, 
even within his own Knowledge, of moft crue] Op- 
pakone committed by fome cf thofe Officers; I am 
i A there’ ls no Gentleman who has ever afted in the 
Country as a Juftice of Peace, but can give hundreds of 
fuch Inftances. The People have complained fo often, 
and fo long, of the Severity of thofe Laws, and the 
Vexations of thofe Officers, that they are now weary of 
Omplaining. To what Purpofe fhould they complain, 
ice they fee there has never as yet been any Provifion 
de for their Redrefs ? Their Complaints have been 
litherto difregarded, even by thofe who are in fome 
Manner bound to take Notice of them. 
“The ‘honourable Gentleman was pleafed to dwell 
long on the Generofity of the Crown in giving up the 
Fines, Forfeitures, and Seizures to the Publick ; but 
in my Opinion it will be but a poor Equivalent for 
ee Oppreffions and Exattions which the People 
will be expofed to by this Scheme. I muft fay, that 
the honourable Gentleman has himfelf been of late 
mighty bountiful and gencrous in his Offers to the Pub- 
i. He has been fo gracious to ask us, Will you have 
a Land-Tax of two Shillings in the Pound, or a Land- 
a but of one ; or will you have no Land-Tax at all ? 
Will you have your Debts paid ? Will you have them 
foon ‘paid’? Tell me but what you want, Jet me but 
know how you can be made eafy, and it fhall be dune. 
for you. Théfe are moft generous Offers, but there is 
fomething fo very extraordinary, there is fomething fo. 
farcical'in them, that really I can hardly mention them 
without laughing : It pats me in Mind of the Story of 
Sir Epicure Mammon in the Alchymift. He was gull’d 
out of his Money by fine Promifes ;-he was promifed 
the Philofopher’s Stone, by which he was to get Moun- 
tains of Gold, and every Thing elf he could defire ; 
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but all ended at daft in fome little Thing for curing the 
Itch. * 

I wifh the Gentlemen who appear fo.zealous for this 
Scheme, would have fome little Regard to their Confti- 
tuents. It is well known that it was the Cuftom among 
our Anceftors, when any new Device was. propofed, to 
defire Time to have a Conference with their Countries : 
I am_but very little converfant in Books.of Law, how- 
éver I fometimes look into them, and I muft beg Leave 
to read a Paflage or two on this Subje& from my Lord 
Coke. That great Lawyer, in the qth Part of his Infli- 
tutes, Page 14, fays, Iz is alfo the Lew and Cujftom of 
the Parliament, that when any new Device is moved on 
the King’s Behalf, in Parliament, for hig Aid, or the like, 
the Commons may anfwer, that they tendered the King’s 
Eftate, and are ready to aid the fame, only in this new De- 
wice they dare not agree without Conference with their 
Countries 5 whereby it appeareth, that fuch Conference is 
warrantable by the Law and Cuftom of Parliament. And 
again, in Page 34, he tells us, At the Parliament holden 
in 9 Edw. 3. -when a Motion was made for a Subfidy of 4 
nen Kind, the Commons anfwer'd, that they would haw 
Conference with thofe of their feveral Countries and Places 
who had put them in Truft, before they treated of any fuch 
Matter. If fuch a Conference was ever neceflary upon 
any Octafion, it is furely neceffary before we agree to 
the Device now offered to us 3 a Device which, in my 
Opinion, ftrikes at the very Root of our Liberties ; it: 
is, in My Way of Thinking, a downright Plan for at- 
bitrary Power, and in. this I am not fingular, for there 
feems to be many Gentlemen of the fame Opinion with- 
in Doors as well as without ; therefore I muft think 
that it is neceflary, it is incumbent upon every Gen- 
tleman in this Houfe, at leaft to defire to have a Con 
ference with his Confti ts, before he agrees to any 
fach Device : This would have been, neceflary, if we 
had been entitely ignorant of the Sentiments of our 
feveral Countries ; but indeed in the prefent Cafe, fuch 
a*Conference feems-to be quite unneffary ; we already 
know the Sentiments of our Conftituents in Relation to 
the Device nowoffered to us; the whole Nation has 
slready, in the moft open Manner, declared their dif 
like to it, and therefore I hope the: Gentlemen of this 
Committee will reje& it with that Scorn-and Contempt. 
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TT UGH it be now very late, yet I mult beg 
«& Leave to offer my Sentiments upon the Queftion 
now in. 3 for it is a Queftion of fuch Importance, 





that I thould not think I difcharged the Duty I owe to 


my Country without declaring in the moft open and 

blick Manner, my Diflike and Abhorrence of. the 
Scheme which has been now opened to us. The Scheme, 
as now explained to us, has, in my Opinion, been no 
Way mifreprefented. It is the very fame with what 
has been reprefented to us, it is the very fame with 
that which the Nation has fo openly and fo generally 
declared their Diflike to; it is fraught with all thofe 
Evils which were ever attributed to it, and moft ap- 
parently firikes at the very Fundamentals of our Con- 


' ftitution. The Colle&ting of any Duties by the Laws 


of Excife, has, in all Ages, and in all Countries, been 
looked on as the moft grievous and moft oppreflive Mc. 
thod of colleSting of Taxes, and if one Method of rai- 
fing an Excife can be more oppreffive than another, it 


_ mutt be granted, that the Method now propofed to us, 


of raifing this new Excife, muft of all Methods be the 
apy ve, and the moft vexatious to the People : 

all Countries, Excifes of every Kird are look’d on 
as Badges of Slavery 3 and though the Englifh Nation be 
now unfortunately fubjected to fome of them, yet I 
hope they will never confent to any new Excifes, or to 
any new Extention of the Laws of Excife, let the Pre- 
tences. for fo doing be ever fo fpecious. 

But in the prefent Cafe, let us confider what are the 
fpecious Pretences made Ufe of, what are the great Ad- 
vantages propofed for perfuading us to confent to the 
pons of fo many of his Majefty’s faithful Subje&s 
to plagued and harraffied by the Officers of Excife. 
The fupprefiing of Frauds, and the Advantages that 
will accrue. therefrom to the Publick and to the fair 
Trader, is, by what I can find, the only Pretence now 
‘made Ufe of ; and yet thofe Frauds, even aggravated as 
they were by the honourable-Gentleman who propofed 
this Scheme to us, doamount toa meer Trifle; fo that 
the Improvement-to be made as to the publick Revenuc, 
will be but very inconfiderable, if any at al), after 
dedu&ting the additional Charges of Management, which 
the Publick will become liable to by the great Increafe 
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of Officers: This Pretence therefore, even when fet in 
the firongeft Light, can -be no fufficient Argument for 
revailing on us to expofe our Conflitution to the Jeaft 
nger, or te fubje& any.of our fellow Countrymen te 
great Hardthips , but this Pretence is fii more frive- 
lous, fince it has been made appear to us, that thofé 
Frauds are not at all fo confiderable as they have been 
reprefented ; that all Sorts of Frauds cannot (be preven 
ted even by the Scheme now propofed, and that many 
of thofe Frauds that have been lately committed, might 
be prevented by the Laws now in Being, ‘if Care were 
taken to have proper Officers, and to make thofe Ofi- 
cers diligent and faithful... I grant, indeed, that the 
Power and Influence of the Crown will be greatly in- 
creafed and improved by this Scheme ;.I muft own, that 
great Numbers of the People of this Nation will there- 
by be render’d. moft fubmiffive and obedient: to thofe 
that fhall hereafter be employ’d by the Crown; and if 
this be a Motive for agreeing to this Scheme, I muft 
allow that it is a ftrong one, I believe, indeed, that it 
is the only real one that any Gentleman can have for 
giving his Confent to fuch a Scheme 3 but with me it 
js fo far from being a-Motive for giving my Confent, 
that it is the ftrongeft Motive I have for giving my 
Négative to the Queftion now before us, becaufe I think 
it abfolutely inconfiftent with our Conftitution. 
Tis true, an Eafe to the Landed Intereft has upon 
this, as well as upon fome other late Occafions of the 





like Nature, been. thrown out, as a Bait for fome Gene ~ 


tlemen ; but I hope the Landed Gentlemen are not to: 
be caught by fuch Baits; the Hook appears fo plain, 
that it mav be difcover’d by any Man of common Senfe ; 
however, I mutt fay, that-the Method of arguing is 
unfair, the Defign is wicked, for it isam Endeavour to 
fet the Landed Intereft in a)» Manner at War with the 
Trading Intereft of the Nation 5 it is endeavouring to 
deftroy that Harmony which always ought to fubfift 
among the People of the fame Nation, and which if 
once deftroy’d, would certainly: end in the Ruin and 
Dettruétion of the whole. But every Landed Gentle- 


man in England willdo. well to confider what Value’ 


their Lands would be of, if for the Sake‘of a fmall and 
immediate Eafe to themfelves, they thould’ be induced’ 
to opprefs and deftroy the Trade of their Country; and 
whoever confiders this, will defpife all fuch Proje&s,’ 
and reje&t them with that Contempt which they deferve’ 
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This is one Reafon for the Landed Gentlemen not to 
accept of the pretended Eafe now offer’d to them by 
agreeing’ to the Scheme now propofed; but there is 
another firong Reafon againft it: This Houle of Com- 
mons: is mottly compofed of Gentlemen of the beft Fa- 
milies and greateft Propertics perhaps in the Nation, 


‘they have generally a great Family Intereft in the feve- 


ral Counties, Cities, and Boroughs they reprefent ; if 
this Scheme fhould take Effect, that Interett will foon 
be deftroy’d 3 and furely no Man wil! agree to a Scheme 
which, mutt inevitably deftroy the*natural Intereft the 
great Families have, and always ought to -have, in 
their refpeS&tive Counties, and transfer the whole to the 
Crown: If this Scheme fhould. once be eflablifh’d, the 
Power and Influence of the Crown will be fo great in 
all Parts of the Nation, that no Man can depend upon 
the natural Intereft he has in his Country for being a 
Member of this Houfe, he mutt in all future Times, for 


fuch:a Favour, depend entirely upon the Crown, and 


this, I. hope, there is no Gentleman in this Houfe 
would chufe to fubmit to. 

Queen : Elizabeth, that wife and gracious Princefs, 
govern’d herfelf. by Politicks quite different from thofe

They ask, Why do: you complain of this: Scheme > 
Here is no new Tax to~be inmpofed ; there is. nothing 
propofed but only a new Method of raifing thofe Taxes 
which are already due by Law: But I would have Gen- 
tlemen remember, that this Nation has once already been 
more’ grievoufly oppreffed by a new Method of raifing 
and colle&ting that ‘Money that was before due by Law, 
than they ever were by any new Tax that was ever laid 
on them ; I have alréady mention’d the Reign of Queety 
Elizabeth ; let us but look a little further back, and we 
fhall find that the People were moft terribly harraffed, 
and the Nation almoft deftroy’d, by a grievous Method 
of colle&ting ‘and raifing that which was due by the 
Laws then in Being. Empfon and Dudley, thofe two 
noted Ways and Means Men, thofe two wicked Mini- 
fters knowing the Avarice’of their Mafter, and the in- 
fatiable Defire he had’ for Money,. concluded that no 
Scheme would be more agreeable to him than‘ thofe 
which would fill his Coffers by draining the Purfes of 
his Subjetts 5 and this they did, without’ impofing 
any new Taxes, they laid no new or illegal Burdens on 
the Penple, they did it by 4 fevere and rigorous Eyecu- 
tion of the Laws that "had before been enaéted: But 
what was their Fate?

meant to do, when he brought that Piece of Hiflory 
into thé Debate: if I ever endeavour to raife Moncey 
from the People,'or:from any Man whatever by op- 
preffive or illegal Means, if my Charafter fhould ever 


* come to be in any Refpest like theirs, I thall deferve 


their Fate: Bur while [know myfelf to be innecenr, [ 
‘ fhall depend upon the Protettion of the Laws of my 


“ Country ; as long as they z protest me Iam fafe ; 
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and if that Proteftion: fhould fail, I am prepared to 
fubmit tothe worft that can-happen: I know that my 

litical and minifterial Life has by -fomie Gentlemen 
been long wifhed at an End, but they may. ask their 
own difappointed Hearts, how vain their Withes have 
been ; and as for my natural Life, I have lived long 
enough to learn-to be as eafy-about. parting with it as 
any Man can well be. 

‘As to thofé Clamouré which bave been raifed-w; th- 
out Doors, and which are now fo much infifted on, % is 
very well:known by:whom and by what Methods they 
were. raifed, and -it'is no difficult Matter to guefs with 
what Views. 3 but Iam very far from taking them to 
be the Senfe-of the Nation, or believing that the Senti- 

- ments of the Generality of the People were thereby ex- 
preffed. The moft Part of the-People concerned in 
thofe Clamours; did rot fpeak.their. own Sentiments, 
they were plaid: by others like fo ‘many Puppets 5 ft 
was not the Puppets that Spoke,-it was thofe behind 
the Curtain that plaid them, and made them Speak 
. whatever they had a-mind. 

There is now a moft cktraordinary Concourfe of Peo- 
ple at our Door;:1 hope it will not be faid, that all 
thofe' People: came there of themfetves naturally, and 
without any Inftigation from -others, for to my. certain 
Knowledge, fome, very odd Methods were ufed to bring 
fuch! multitudes hither ; circular Letters were wrote 
and fent by the Beadies in the moft publick and unpre- 

-cedented Manner, ‘round almoft every Ward in the City, 

fummoning them upon their Peril to come down this 
Day to'the Houfe of Commons: This I am certain. of, 
becaufe I have’ now one of thofe Letters in my Pocket, 
- figned by a Deputy of one of the greateft Wards in the 
City of London, and fent by the Beadle to one of the 
‘ Inhabitants of that Ward, and I know that fuch Letters 
were fent in the fame Manner almoit to every Livery- 
man and Tradefmén in that Ward. By the fame Sort of 
unwarrantable Methods have the Clamours been raifed 
almoft in every other Part of the Nation. 

Gentlemen: may fay what they pleafe of the Multi- 
tudes now at our Door, and in all. the Avenues leading 
- to this Houfe ; they may call them a modeft Multitude 
if they will but whatever Temper they were in when 
they came hither, it may be: very. much -alter’d now, 
after having waited fo long at our Door: It may be a 
Pest eafy Matter for fome defigwing feditious Perfon to

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raife a Tumult and Diforder among them, and when 
Tumults are one begua, .no Man knows ‘where they 
may End ¢ he is a greater Man than any I know in the’ 
Nation, that could with the fame Eafe appeafe them ; 
for this Reafon I muft think that it was neither prudent 
nor regular to ufe any Methods for bringing fuch Mul- 
titudes to this Place, under any Pretence whatever. 
Gentlemen may give them what Name they think fir, 

it may be faid that they came hither as humble Suppli- 

cants, but I know whom the Law calls fturdy Beggars, 
and thofe who brought them hither could not be certain 
.% that they might have behav’d in the fame Manner. 





Sir f—n B-——~d then got up to fpeak, but there be- 
ing fome Diforder in the Committee, and the Queftion 
loudly call’d for, Sir F—n H—d C——n got up and 
fpoke thus :

© Thus the Excife-Scheme triumphed for this firft Day 
in the Houfe of Commons ; but the Debate had latled 
fo long, that it was near Two o’Clock on Thurfday 
Morning before the Houfe ’rofe, and therefore they ad- 
journed over "till next Day. 

On Friday the 16th of March, Sir Charles Turncr (ac- 
cording to Order) reported to the Houfe the Refolu- 
tions the Committee had come to, in Relation to the 
Duties on Tobacco. After Sir Charles had read the Re- 
port in his Place, and had deliver’d it in at the Table, 
‘the Serjeant at Arms, attending the Houfe, was order'd 
to go with the Mace into Weftminfter-Hall, and into the 
Court of Requefts, and Places adjacept, and fummon 
the Members there to attend the Service of the Houfe. 
Upon his Return, the firit Refolution the. Committee 
had' come to was read, and the Queftion being propofed 
for agreeing with the Committee in that Refulution,

SIR 

HOUGH the Refolutions which have beea now 
read to us, were agreed to by a Majority of thofe 
prefent in-the Committee, yet I can make no Manner 
of Doubt, butethat now, after Gentlemen have had 
Time to confider that Affair ferioufly, there will be 
many of a-different Opinion from what they were of in 
the Committee; for my own Part, I muft fay, that the 
mote I confider chat Scheme on which thefe Refolutions 
aré founded, the more ObjeGtions I find to it, and the 
lefs I find in thofe Arguments which were,offered in 
Support of it. One of the chief Ends propofed by this 
Scheme is, the preventing of thofe Frauds which have 
formerly been committed in the Tobacco Trade ; but, 
if we particularly examine thofe Frauds, we thal! find, 
that every one of them may either be prevented by the 
Laws already in Being, or they are fuch as cannot be 
re Rr2 \ effcttually 
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effe€tually prevented by any Thing in the Scheme pro- 

fed. 
Per bat Fraud which has been committed upon the 
Weighing of the Tobacco at the Cuftom-houfe, and like. 
wife that of exporting one Sort of Tobacco for another, 
is altogether owing, as has been already obferved, toa 
Negle& of Duty in the Officers, and not to any Defect 
in the Laws: And as to the Frauds of running or re- 
landing Tobacco after it has been enter’d for Exporta- 
tion, and has receiv’d the Drawbacks, which are thofe 
by which the Publick has and always will fuffer moft, 
there is nothing in the Scheme that can any Way con- 
tribute to the preventing them; for it is not the Mam- 
ner of colle&ting of Duties, but the Amount of the 
Duties, which occafions Smuggling or Running in all 
Countries, and in all Branches of Trade ; and fince the 
Duties on Tobacco are by this Scheme to be as high, or 
very near as high, as they were before, we may expett 
there will be as much Smuggling as there was formerly;; 
where the Temptation is great, the Number of the 
Tempted will increafe in Proportion, let the Patt 
they run be never fo great. ; 

As for the Warehoufes propofed, if there be any 
Thing in that Part of the Scheme, which may be of 
Ufe againft Smuggling, itis not to this Scheme, that 
the Propofition owes its Birth 3 it is what the Merchants 
themfel ves have long ago defired ; and for that Purpofe 
i drew up fome Time ago a Claufe to have been offer’d 
to this Houfe, which I fhewed to the honourable Gen- 
tlemfanjeon the Floor ; afid at that Time the Affair. 
would have been pufhed, but there arofe fome Difputes 
and Differences among the Merchants themfelves, which 
occafioned its being deferred: That Parteof the Scheme 
therefore I fhall find no Fault with, I believe no Mer- 
chant will, but then we would have it without the 
Laws of Excife 5 for this Reafon the honourable: Gen- - 
tleman cries out againft the Merchants, as a very unrea- 
fonable Set of Men 3 he fays, that they formerly defi- 
red to have Warehoufes, and yet now they refufe to 
accept of them. But do not Gentlemen fee where the 
Difference lies ? The Merchants defire to have Ware- 
-houfes without an. Excife, and the honourable Gentle- 
man will not, itfeems, favour us with the one, with- 
out loading us with the other. 
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As to what the Civil Lift may get by this Scheme, 
it will depend entirely upon the Effeét the Scheme may 
haye in Relation to the Preventing of Frauds ; but it is 
certain, that if the publick Revenue get any Thing by 
the Scheme, the Civil Lift will get in Proportion, or 
rather more ; for, by what is now propofed, that Part 





“of the Duty which goes towards the Civil Lift is fill to 


be payable upon Importation at the Cuflom-houle, and 
to be drawn back on Exportation, as before : Now it 
is manifeft, that this will be a great Advantage to the 
Civil Lift, and often a great Inconvenience to the Mer- 
chant ; for-once in every fix Weeks that. Money will 
be carry’d to the Exchequer, and when once it is lodged 
there, I believe it will there remain; it will never be 
fent back to the Cuftom-houfe, to anfwer any Occafion 


‘there may be for it at that Place; fo that when the 


Merchant comes to export a Quantity of Tobacco, and 


‘to-call for his Draw-back; if the Commiflioners have 
-none of that Civil Lift-Money in their Hands, they 
cannot apply the Produce of any other Branch of the 


publick Revenue to that Ufe, and therefore the Mer- 
chant muft wait for his Drawback “till fome new To- 
bacco’s be imported ; by which Means the Crown may 
often have the Ufe of that. Monev, which fhould have 
been applied to the Payment of the Merchant, perhaps 
for near.a Twelvemonth.at a Time ; and the Lying out 
of that Money for fo long a Time, may often happen 
to be of dangerous Confequence to the Merchant's Cre- 
Git, . ; 

The honourable Gentleman. talk’d of making London 
‘a free Port; I with with all my Heart he would do fo ; 
it is certainly what every, Merchant withes to fee done, 


and what would greatly contribute to the Increafe and 


Encouragement cf the Trade.of this Nation ; but how 


fuch.a Pretence can be fet up in Favour of the Scheme 


now before-us, I cannotecomprehend, for I can fee no- 
thing in the Scheme that has.the leaft Tendency towards 
producing an Effet fo much to be wifhed for: On the 
contrary, it appears evident to me, that by this Scheme, 
the Port of London, andaall the other Ports of the King- 
dom, will be fo far from being made free, that at every 
one,of them the Merchant. will be fubjested to. more 
Trouble and Expence, both upon Importation and Ex- 
portation, than ever he was, before. Tis true that, 
ypon the Importation of Tobacco, the Merchant was 
formerly obliged to pay down the whole Dutics, or 
¥ give 
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give his Bond with fufficient Sureties for them ; but 
this was never any Hardfhip upon the Merchant, be- 
eaufe, if he had ready Money, he advanced it for the 
prompt Payment of the Duties, and he had an Allow- 
ance for fo doing, which was but a -reafonable Allow- 
ance, confidering how long he was fometimes obliged to 
keep his Tobacco on his Elands, before he met with a 
Market either for Home Confumption or Exportation, 
and how many Months Credit he was often after that 
obliged to give to the Buyer ; and if he had.aot ready 
Money at Command, he could formefly give his Bond 
for the whole Duties with two fufficient Sureties, which 
a Man of tolerable Credit could always eafily find ; 
whereas by this Scheme, it feems, every Merchant Im- 

er of Tobacco muft pay fome Part of the Duties at 
the Entry, let him make what Shift he will for the 
Money, which toa poor Man is a new Hardfhip, and 
to a rich Man the Payment of that Part of the Duties 
in ready Money, is a greater Hardfhip than the Pay- 
ment of the whole, confidering that he has no Allow- 
ance for prompt Payment, as to that Part of the Du- 
ties which he is obliged to pay in ready Money. 

I am furprifed to hear any Gentleman fay, that 
Brewers make no Complaints on Account of their being 
fubje&ed to the Laws of Excife ; I do not know what 
Sort of Brewers thofe Gentlemen may converfe with, 
but I never converfed with any who did not complain 
of it as a very great Grievance, nor did I ever meet 
with any who could not give very fubftantial Reafons 
for their Complaints. There are many particular Ways 
by which the Officers of Excife may be troublefome and 
vexatious te the Brewer ;. but there is one which is 
generally pra€tifed all over the Kingdom, and that is,* 
that thofe Officers not only gauge and take an Account 
of their Liquors, but likewife oblige the Brewers to 
thew them their Books as often as they have a Mind; 
by which Means they not only pry into all the Secrets 
and Mytteries of their Trade, but likewife inte their 
Circumftances and Fortunes. Can any Gentleman look 
upen this as no Grievance ? Is it not a Hardfhip upon 
any Man to have the Secrets and Myfteries of his Trade 
expofed to every little Fellow whom the Commmifio- 
ners of Excife fhall pleafe te put in Authority over 
him ? But is it not ftill a greater Hardfhip, for a Man 


te be obliged to difeover his Circumflances to one who 
is 
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js an utter Stranger to him, perhaps to one who is his 
moft implacable Enemy ? 

The honeurable Gentleman, I find, values himfelf 
much upon the fmall Increafe of Excife Officers that is 
to be made by his Scheme ; but then he feems to forget 
the Warchoufe-keepers ; they, as well as the other Offi- 
cers of Excife, are all to be named by the Crown, and 
paid by the Publick, confequently they are certainly to 
be called Officers of the Revenue » They will be as ex- 
penfive to the Publick, and as great Slaves to the Ad- 
miniftration, as any other Sort of Officers whatever. 
As there are a great Number of Tobacco Warchoules in 
Britain, there muft be a great Number of them em- 
ployrd to attend thofe Warchoufes as often as there fhall 

Occafion for them, otherwife it will be impoflible for 
the Merchant to manage or difpofe of the Goods he has 
there lodged ; from whence I muft conclude, that the 
Number of thofe Warehoufe-Keepers will be much 
more than double the Number of the other new Officers 
to be added by this Scheme. 

Gentlemen feem to make light of the Trouble that 
Merchants. will be put to by thofe Warehoufe-keepers ; 
they think it will be no Inconvenience to the Merchant 
to be debarred all Accefs to his Goods, but at thofe 
Hours when the Warehoufe-keeper is to be obliged to 
attend him. Thofe who argue at this Rate, feem to 
know but little of the various Accidents that happen in 
Trade ; but this is not the only Inconvenience that even 
the Merchant is to be expofed to by this Scheme ; he 
muft, for every Quantity of Tobacco he fells, make « 

rney, or fend a Meffenger to the Permit Office for 2 
it, which muft necefflarily put him to a great deal 
of Trouble and Expence 3 and therefore, that the Mer- 
chant may be as mauch eafed as poffible, I hope that, as 
foon as thofe publick Warehoufes are all appointed, there 
will be two little Lodges like Centry-Boxes, built feme- 
where adjoining to each Wareheufe, one for the Wave- 
houfe-keeper, and the other for the Officer who is te 
grant the Permits. 

It has been faid, that Liberty has nothing to do in 
the Queftion now before us ; but, in my Opinion, if 
it is not deeply concern’d in this Queftion, it never can 
be concern’d in any Queftion that can come before this 
Houfe: Is not every Man’s Houfe looked on as his 
Afylum ? Is then the giving a Power to any little paltry 
Excifemsan to enter People’s Houfes at all Times of the 
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Day and Night no Encroachment upon the Liberty of 
th fe People? If it is not an Encroachment upon a 





Man's Liberty, it certainly is a very dire& one upon his - 


Property, and of Confequence it will be found to be an 
Encroachment upon his Liberty ; for can any Man be 
faid to be free, who muft fubmit to, and be the humble 
Slave of, his Excifeman,: otherwife he muft expeét no 
Quiet or Comfort within his own Dwelling-houfe : The 


moft blamelefs Conduét cannot “fecure him againft Vexa- 


tion ; and no Man can be faid to be free, who cannot 
depend upon his Innocence for his Protettion: An Of- 
ficer, invefled with fuch Power, may fall upon twenty 
Ways to teaze and vex the moft innocent Man upon 
Earth: I know, that one of my Acquaintance, who 
has the Misfortune to be fubje& to the Laws of Excife 
already in Being, was, for a confiderable Time together, 
regularly vifited by his Excifeman at the Hour the Fa- 
mily went to Dinner 3 and if they had but civilly ask’d 
the Gentleman to call at any other Time, his immediate 
Anfwer was, No, Sir, I’m ina Hurry, 1 have.agreat deal 
of other Bufine/s to attend befides yours ; 1 muft immediate. 
ly vifit fuch a Places if you will not allow me, I muft go, 
and I know what to do. By this rude Behaviour the 
whole Family was difturbed, and one of them was al- 
ways obliged to get up from Dinner, in order to go.and 
jet him vifit fuch Places in the Houfe as he had a Mind. 

Thefe are the Fellows who, by this fine Scheme, are 
to be put into every Man’s Houfe that is a Dealer in 


‘ either of the two Commodities of Tobacco or Wine: 


Thefe are the Lord Danes, who are to be by Law ap- 
pointed to lord it over every fuch Dealer, and his whole 
Family : We know what was the Fate of the Lord 
Danes we had formerly in England, and { fhall be very 
little furprifed if thefe new ones mect with the fame 

\ Fate. In fhort, Gentlemen may drefs up this Scheme 
fin what Shape they pleafe ; but to one who confiders 
it coolly and impartially as I have done, it muft ap- 
pear in its true Colours, I am convinced that it will 
produce nothing but the moft mifchievous Confequen- 
ces, not only to thofe-who are to be immediately affetted 
by it, but likewife to the Liberties and Properties of 
the Nation in general, and therefore I am entirely againtt 
agreeing to the Refolutions of the Committee, 
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H —io W——le fpoke next for agreeing with the 
Committee; T——s B-—7n, Efq; fpoke againft it; Ld 
H—~y for it; then Sir T——s R n made the fel- 
lowing Speech : 


SIR 
S [had not an Opportunity in the Committee of 
A giving’ my Opinion in this Queflion, I hope ! 
fhall be indulged the Liberty of doing it now, fince & 
find the whole is to be canvafed over again. I will take 
up as little of. your Time as poilible, in making a few 
Obfervations on the Scheme itfelf as it now appears to 
us, and on what has fell from fome Gentlemen in the 
Courfe of this Debate. 
I cannot help exprefling my Surprife, to hear fo often 





‘Tepeated the cruel Ufage the Engli/h Merchants have 


met with of late : For God’s Sake, let all that has been 
faid in this Houfe, during the Time this Affair has been 
upon the Anvil, be fairly and impartially canvafed, and 
"twill come out to be againft the unfair Dealers in Wine 
and Tobacco, and againft them only : Why fhould Gen- 
tlemen therefore apply it to Merchants in general ? Give 
me Leave to. fay, whoever makes fuch Application, 
*tis they who pin the Queftion upon the whole Body cf 
Merchants, and not thofe Gentlemen who think tte 
Method propofed of colle&ting this Revenue, will fe- 
cure to the Publick what they have an undoubted Right 
to. All that has been faid on this Head, and what we 
are now endeavouring to do by this Bill, is calculated to 
affeSt thofe Men only, whofe Artifice and Cunning have 
hitherto evaded the Cuftoms, againft whom no lefs cau- 
tion can fecure that Duty to the publick Purfe, which 
every Confumer of this Commodity has an indifputable 
Right to have fairly colleéted. 

Surely, no Gentleman who appears for this Scheme, 
would for his own Sake protest or countenance it, if he 
imagined the Succefs would either affect our Trade, oc 
the Body of the Engli/h Merchants immediately concern’d 
in the Exportation of our own Manufaétures, or by Way 
of Return for them in the Importation of foreign Pro- 
duétions ufeful and necefflary to us; for it is to our 


. Trade, and to our Merchants, that the real Caufes of 


the Wealth and Profperity of this Nation are principal- 
ly to be afctibed. But this Scheme is not intended to 
affe&, nor will, I think, in any Shape reach thefe Men, 
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which when they come impartially to confider, they 
mautt be fenfible of ; and then they will be able to 
judge, whether they have been alarm’d at the Approach 
of Real, or only at the Noife of imaginary Dangers. 

¥ am very forry to hear fo often urged, that thefe Re- 
firi@ions propofed only for the preventing of Frauds 


will be a Difcouragement to Trade ia general ; for the. 


natural Conclufion frem thence would feem to be, that 
Frauds and Trade were infeparable: As the very Foun- 
dation of this Scheme appears to me to be intended for 
the Improvement of the publick Revenue by the Dif 
couragement of Frauds, when it is fo often affir 
thet it will alfo be a Difcouragement to Trade, a Stran- 
ger in the Gallery, who was to hear our Debates, would 
natarally imagine a Continuance of, or a Connivance at 
Frauds, was ia this Country a neceflary Encouragement 
te Trade. 

As this Bill appears te me to be attended with certain 
Advantages to the Tobacco-Trade, and as I fhould be 
glad to be fet right if I am miftaken 5 I beg Leave to 
ask a few Queftions ef thofe who are converfant in 
Trade: Whether high Duties on Goods imported are 
not a great Weight on every Branch of Trade fo loaded; 
as it not only obliges the Merchant to keep a double 
Stock in ready Money, but of courfe confines that Trade 
to a very narrow Circle of Dealers, and furely it can 


never be the Intereft of a Trading Nation to encourage 


Monopolies ? Then I muft ask, Whether, as the Law 
now ftands, the Tobacco Trade has not this Hardthip 
attending it? If it be fo, I would ask, Whether this 
Clog is not entirely removed by this Scheme ; no Duty 
‘being to be paid at Importation, nor any Money deman- 
ded “till che Faétor has made his Bargain with the Re- 
tailer, who is to pay the whole Duty? 

Is it not another allow’d Maxim in Trade, that one of 
the greateft Temptations to Frauds are large Drawbacks 
on Goods exported, may the very Parent of Frauds in 
this Commodity > If this be a Fuét, is not this Motive 
¢o Frauds entirely removed, there being by this Scheme 
neo Temptation whatever to Frauds on this Head ? for 
by this Scheme as now amended, there is no Part of 
the Duty to be paid at Importation, there is not a-Far- 
thing of the Duty ever to be paid for the Tobacco 
which thail hereafter be re-exported ; fo that the ho- 
moutable Gentleman who fpoke firft, and who always 
Speaks fo weil, and with fo much Weight in this Houfe, 
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has in this Particular entirely miflaken the Scheme 
now before us. 

' Has not the Method of Bonding the Duties, “tid very 
lately at leaft, been univerfally allow’d to be often fatad 
to both the Planters and Fa@ors, and as often detvimen- 
tal to the Publick ? Is not this Hardthip quite ebvie- 
ted by this Scheme ? Is not Bonding entirely out of the 

t Queftion ? 

Were not the Charges in the Bills of Sale from the 
_ Faftor to his Planter a very great Hardthip on the latter > 
According to all thofe I have feen, they never amounted 
to lefs than 25 per Cent. and oftner to much more, on 
the whole neat Produce returned to the Planter for his 
Tobacco. I don’t mean to accufe the Faftor of taking 
an extravagant or unjuft Gain on this Heads but what 
‘I think we are now contending to remove, is the Pre- 
tence for and the Foundation of thefe Charges, which 
have been fo greatly detrimental to that Trade, and fo 
great a Hardfhip on your Virginia and Marylend Plan- 
ters, who now fend you a Merchandize that proves to 
this Nation, by the great Quantities re-exported to 
foreign Markets, a very beneficial Branch of your Com- 
merce; and if fomething be not now done in their Be- 
half, Iam told from very good Hands, we fhal} run the 





Rifque of lofing this Staple of Tobacco: Then ’twil) be 
too late to confider what Methods are beft for collefting 
the Duties on it; and therefore, were there no other 

otive for this Bill, this Confideration alone would 
weigh greatly with me, to make a Trial, at leafl, of the 
Method now eee for giving a Reliet to fo confide- 


table a Part of your American Colonies. 

Now I am up, Sir, give me Leave to remind Gentle- 
men, that, as the Law now flands, four Pence three 
Farthings neat Moncy, at leaft, is paid on each Pound 
Weight of Tobacco, immediately on Importation, tho* 
the Importer takes the Advantages of all the Difcounts 
on prompt Payment, otherwifethe Duty comes higher ; 
but by this Scheme, the whole Duty will be at the 
higheft but four Pence three Farthings per Pound Weight, 
and will not be demanded, *till the Tobacco is taken 
out of the Warehoufe for Home-Confemption, and 
therefore may fometimes not be paid *til) eighteen 
Months or two Years after the Landing of the Tobacco : 
Let therefore who will advance the Meney, this fur- 

. ther Credit given by the Publick, for the Payment of 
*the Duty, muft be a certain Benefit to this Trade; and 
Sf2 thus, 
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thus, by poftponing the Payment of the Duties ’till fo 
much nearer the Time of Confumption, the Dealers in 
Tobacco will be enabled and ought to afford it to the 
Confumer on more reafonable Terms. 

If then this Scheme be found to be no real Detriment 
to the fair Merchant, anda certain Benefit tothe Plan- 
ters, I believe in another Particular it will be a demon. 
ftrable Advantage to the Publick, I mean gn Improve- 
ment of the Revenue : But what appears to me pretty 
extraordinary is, to hear. that Improvement urged as 
one of the chief Objeftions againft the whole Scheme, 
becaufe the Civil Lift Revenue will alfa of Courfe re- 
ceive fome Increafe. Give me Leave to fay, that what- 
ever Appearance of Weight there might have been in 
this Objection before the Scheme was. known, yet now 
when it comes to be confider’d, that the Crown in Re- 
turn gives up to the Publick-a!! Forfeitures and Seizures, 
this Obje&tion can be of little Weight: Bur furely this 
could never have been thought a fufficient Obje&tion for 
the Legiflature to refufe a Remedy againit the known 
Frauds prattifed in the Colle&tion of the publick Reve- 
nue, becaufe "twould have prevented thofe prattifed 
againft the Crown -efpecially when even this Improve- 
ment of the King’s Income is no more’ than what was 
in Effect granted by the Parliament, when they appro- 
priated the Produce of thofe Duties to, his Majetty for 
Life. 

But fince it is faid that this Alteraticn in the Method 
of colleéting the Duty on Tobacco will be fuch an Aug: 
mentation to the Revenue, though no new Tax be laid 
on, nor an Addition made to any one now in Being, it 
may be asked, From whence this Augmentation will 
arife ? To this the bare Enumeration of the feveral 
Frauds at prefent praétifed in the Colleétion of this 
Duty would be a fufficient Anfwer, efpecially if we 
confider the large Sum, which the Frauds that have 
aftually been difcovered yearly amount to, and that it 
cannot be fuppofed, that one fifth Part of the Frauds 
which have really been committed, have ever come to 
the Knowledge of the Publick, or of thofe entrufled 
with the ColleG&ting of this Duty ; but as the honoura- 
ble Gentleman, who opened this Debate in the Com- 
mittee, has fo fully and fo demonftrably fhewn the par- 
ticulars of thefe unlawful Tranfa&tions, and as there 
are in this Houfe fo many Gentlemen thoroughly ac- 
@uainted. with the Courfe of the publick Revenues, 
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who can fpeak more minutely to the Nature of thefe 
Frauds than I am capable of doing, I fhall not enter 
into a Detail of them, but only take Notice, that there 
have. been fome Inftances where a tripple Fraud has 
been committed in the Difpofal of the fame individual 
Parcel of Tobacco ; he, indeed, who practifes this Me- 
thod, muft be very adroit in the Bufinefs of Smuggling, 
but it is certain it has been prattifed; the unfair Tra- 
der has contrived to receive the full Duty twice from 

’ the Publick, without having ever paid it once to the 
Publick: He has received from the Government the 
Drawbacks upon a Quantity of Tobacco which he found 
Means to import without paying any Duty ; and by 
again rtnning the fame Tobacco from Holland in {mall 
Parcels, he has a fecond Time received the Drawbacks 
from the Confumers, by felling it to them as if the 
Duties had been honeftly paid; and the Difficulty to 

: prevent this Kind of Frauds, as there is but one Check 
in the Cuftoms, is almoft infurmountable 3 fince in 
fome Cafes the unfair Dealer in Tobacco may very well 
afford to give fuch Bribes to the Cuftom-houfe Officer, 
as will even more than compenfate to him the Lofs of 
his Place, if he fhould be difcover’d. 

So that.in this Light, the Parties in this Conteft are, 
the Publick, the Planter, and the fair Trader on one 
Side, and the unfair Dealer only on the other. It isa 
Duty the Nation pays; the Planter and the fair Trader 
feel the Inconvenience of it, but the Benefit is inter- 
cepted by the fraudulent Dealer ; and in this View 
your landed Confumers of Tobacco have doubly paid 
the Duty ; they have paid it once by buying the To- 
bacco at an advanced Price, as if the Duty had been 
paid -by the Seller, and again by a future Call upon 
them by the Legiflature, to make good the Deficiency 

_ occafioned by the Frauds of the Sellers; fo that by 
this Method of Taxation, a Duty has been laid on one 
Subje&t, which another has by Artifice not only pre- 
vented coming into the publick Purfe, but has conver- 
ted towards the fupporting or enriching of himfelf. 

But there is: another Reafon which will have the 
greateft Weight with me for coming into this Propofition, 
and that is, becaufe I think, that in its Confequences 
the Landholders of Great Britain will find a confjderable 
Relief. As long as I can remember, I have always 
heard the Land-Tax complain’d of, as one of the moft 
unequal and moft grievous of our Taxes 5 unequal, as 
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it is only paid by a Part of thofe who poffefs Property 
¥m Great Britain, and fo great a. Difproportion is there 
jn this Particular, that as our Property is now divided, 
3 believe one may fay, the Money arifing by this Tax 
is paid only by five out of fix of thofe who poffefs the 
Riches of this Nation ; and it has hitherto been the 
more grievous, as there was no Profpe& that any one of 
this Generation would have been relieved from the Bur- 
then of it.: From Land alone, 64 Millions and a half 
have been raifed fince the Revolution, and an Eftate of 
roool. a Year, fully feffed fince that Time, has paid 
64501. which Sum amounts to near one fixth Part of 
of the whole Produce of fuch an Eftate in that Time; 
fo that by taking it at an Avarage, the Landholders of 
thefe Eftates thus feffed, have paid very near a fixth 
Part of the grofs Produce of their Eftates for 44 Years 
fuccefiively, which bears no Manner of Proportion to 
what has been paid by any other Set of Men, towards 
defraying the Charges of the Government fince that 
Time. This has always been moft juttiy ‘reputed a 
Grievance wpon the Landholders, ver n when @ 
Scheme is offer’d, which, as it appears to me, ould be 
a certain Relief to the Landed Intereft, a new Languege, 
a new Opinion has ftarted up, and prevails at Jeaft with- 
out Doors, that the Lands of Great Britain fhould ftill 
continue to carry that Burthen, which, till very lately, 
all Mankind were unanimous they ought to be relieved 
from. 

If fome Gentlemen may think there can be any ma- 
terial Weight thrown into the Scale of the Crown, by 
the Addition of a few Excife Officers, let them on the 
* other Side refle€t on the Relief given by this Scheme to 
the Landholders of Great Britain, who always have been, | 
and ever muft be, in Time of Trial and Necefity, the 
veal and folid Support of the Liberties of the Nation. 

And as the Landed Intereft mutt be allow’d to be out 
principal Strength, all Attempts to invade our Liber- 
tics muft prove unficcefsful, while the Gentlemen of 
Landed Eftetes fhall continue refolute, and retain fufi- 
cient Force to oppofe any arbitrary Defigns: Any 
Thing therefore that tends to put them upon a better 
Footing, and to encreafe their Subflance,. ftrengthens 
eur Conflitution in the moft effential Part ; for this 
Reafon, when the Eafe that will be given to Landhol- 
ders is in this View impartially confider’d, the Addi- 
tion of a few Excifemen, with Salaries of 40 or i 
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a Year each, will not have that Weight in this Day’s 
Debate, which at firft Sight it might feem to carry 
with it. 

Sir, I have mention’d the Advantages which appear 
to me will naturally arife to the publick Revenue, to 
the fair Trader, to the indufirious Planter, and to the 
Landholder by this Scheme ; and I think there is ano- 
ther Benefit attending it,. which Gentlemen do not feem 
to give fufficient Attention to, I mean the Reformation 
that will be made on this Occafion in the Laws of Ex- 





- cife ; for tho’ the Extention of them, as they now fland, 


might have been thought by fome a flrong Objection to 


~ this Scheme, however beneficial in other Re/petts it 


might prove to the Publick, yet I think the Weight of 
this Objeétion is greatly removed, when we confider, 
that the Aireration now propofed will take away many 
of thofe Powers which might in Time to come have 
been abufcd to the Oppreffion of the Subje&t. One of 
the moft material Objeétions I ever heard ftarted was, 


' the Want of a proper Appeal from the Determination 


of the Commitfioners of Excife ; but this, I think, is 
entirely obviated by the allowing of an Appeal from 
thofe Gentlemen to three Judges chofen from the dif- 
ferent Courts in Weftminfter-Hall, or from the Juflices 
of Peace to the Judges of Affize in their refpective 
Circuits, who are to determine in a fummary Way, 
without either Delay, or any confiderable Expence to 
the Parties concern’d 3; for whatever Influence the 
Nofhination of thefe Officers by the Crown might have 
en their AGiions, or however regardlefs their Power, 
being uncontrollable, might make them in their De- 
terminations, this Check muft prevent the Execution 
of their Intentions, were they inclined to abufe their 
Power in Favour of the Crown ; it will certainly make 
them more deliberate in giving Judgment, when they 
fhall know, when they fhall refle&t, that their Judg- 
ments are liable to be canvafed ina fuperior Court, 
where no Favour, where no Intereft can fereen an ill 
A&ion ; the Judges to whom the Appeal muit be made 


' have their Offices for Life, and therefore cannot reafo- 


nably be fuppofed to be byaffed fo as to countenance 

any unlawful Steps of the Commiffioners, let them be 

the Favourites of any Minifter whatever, or ict the 

Party opprefs’d; let the Party complaining be never f 
to an Adminiftration. 


There 
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There is alfo another Benefit that will attend the 
Succefs of this Scheme, which is the Repeal of an A& 
made the 11th Year of the late King, which obliges 
People to accnfe themfelves : As this is certainly a very 
great Grievance, the Repeal muft bea very agreeable 
Relief to thofe who are fubje&t to it. I hope therefore, 
if this Queftion paffes, when the Blanks in the Bill 
come to be filled up in the Committee, thofe Gentle- 
men, who may think that there are any unneceflary 
Claufes in the Laws of Excife, will take this favourable 
Opportunity to have thofe Laws review’d, and by the 
Addition of proper Claufes to the Bill now to be brought 
in, to extend the Regulations of them in Behalf of the 
Subjeét,.as far as may not leave the Duties under the 
Management of the Commiffioners open to grofs Frauds. 

Upon the whole, I believe the Benefits propofed by 
this Scheme, by an Improvement of the publick Reve- 
nue in preventing Frauds, will be a certain Relief to 
the Landed Intereft, and thé only real Obje&tion that 
ever could be to fuch a Defign, was the Method by 
which it was to be effected ; but that, I think, asI faid 
before, is in a great Meafure removed, by the Mitigation 
of thofe Methods of proceeding in Excife. Laws, which 
feemed moft to infringe the Liberties of the Subjeé, 
and which Alteration may, nay is defigned to be exten- 
ded to the other Branches of the Revenue, fubject te 
the fame Laws. 

This Scheme therefore, as it is intended to be a Re- 
view of the Excife Laws, and an Amendment of the 
Rigour of thofe Parts of them, where lefs Severity 
would fecure the Duty to the Publick, appears in this’ 
Light as much in Favour of the Subjeét, as of the Re- 
venue ; and as fuch, when it comes to be rightly ap- 
prehended, and the Benefits attending it are felt and 
diffufed through the whole Nation, I believe it will 
foon take a more favourable Turn among the People ; 
the ill Impreffions of it that may now be induftrioufly 
fpread abroad, I fhould think would foon fubfide and be 
forgotten. 

I beg pardon, Sir, for taking up fo much more of 
your Time than I at firft intended. I fhall now only 
add, that fince upon the Examination of the particular 
Merits of this Scheme, the Advantages propofed by it, 
appear tome to be certain, and of fuch a Nature, as 
not only to increafe the. publick Revenue, without any 
new Tax on the Subjett, or an Addition to any one 
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-now in Being, and advance the Intereft of our Trade 
and Plantations, but alfo at the fame Time to raifethe 
Value of the Lands of Great Britain, I fhall therefore 

readily give my Affent to it. 

Sir T- $ A= =n {poke next againft it, and 
among other Things took Notice, that it was his Mif- 
fortune to know too much of the Influence that the 
Officers of the Cuftoms and Excife had at EleStions, for 
at his own Ele&tion there were many of the Voters were 
fo free and open, as to come to him and tell him that 
they would vote for him rather than any other, but 
that thofe Officers had threatned to ruin them if they 
did ; and others told him, that they had Promifes either 
for themfelves or their Sons to be made Officers in the 
Cuftoms or Excife by his Antagonift; and es their 
Bread depended upon getting thofe Promifes fulfil led, 
which they could not expeét if they did not vote againft 
him, therefore they hoped he would excufe them. 
Thus, fays he, I know the Evil of this illegal Influence 
by Experience, and therefore I fhall always be againtt 
any Meafure that may tend to encreafe it, as this 
Scheme mott evidently will; for I hope I thail always 
difdain to owe the Honour of reprefenting my Country 
in Parliament to any Adminiftration whatever; f 
hope I fhall always depend upon the free Votes of 
my fellow Subjeé&ts, and for that Reafon I muft be againft 
what I think will deflroy that Freedom upon which 
only I am refolved always to depend.

SIR, 
Mutt ‘hy, that the recommending the Care of the 
publick Revenue to this Houfe, the recommending 
to usa Scheme which he thinks may- tend to the in- 
creafing of it, are Do&rines which come very properly 
from the honourable Gentleman that fpoke lati, who 
for feveral Years has had the fingering of the publick 
Money, as he himfelf was pleafed toexprefs it: But I 
hope thofe Gentlemen will confider that they and their 
Pofterity are not ail to enjoy the fame Potts they enjoy 
at prefent; they may perhaps expeét that they them- 
felves arg all in for Life, but they cannot imagine that 
- thofe 
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thofe Pofls are te go by Way of Inheritance to their 
Heigs ; and therefore I hope, that for the Sake at leaf 
of their Pofterity, they will confider a little the Power 
and Influence that this Scheme will give to the Crown; 
and fuch a Confideration muft certainly be of fome 
Weight in the prefent Debate, even with thofe Gen- 
tlemen, 

It is certain, that the Liberties of this Country de- 
pend upon the Freedom of our Eleftions for Members. 
of Parli-ment.; our Parliaments, efpecially the Repre- 
fentatives of the People in Parliament afflembled, are 
defigned for, and generally have been a Check upon 
thofe who were employed in the executive Part of our 
Government ; but if it fhall ever come to be in the 
Power of the Crown, that is to fay, of thofe employed 
in the executive Part of our Government, to have fuch 
an Influence over moft of the Eleétions in the Kingdom, 
as to get any Perfon chofen they pleafe to recommend, 
they will then always have a Majority of their own 
Creatures in every Houfe of Commons, and from fuch 
Reprefentatives what can the People expeét ? Can it be 
expefied, that fuch a Houfe of Commons will ever be 
any Check upon thofe in Power, or that they will find. 
Fault with the Condu& of the moft rapacious, the moft 
tvrannical Miniflers, that may hereafter be employed by 
the Crown. 

It is well known, that every one of the publick 
Offices have already fo many Boroughs or Corporations 
which they look on as their Properties; there are fome 
Boroughs which may be called Treafury Boroughs; 
there are others which may be called Admiralty Bo- 
roughs; in fhort, it may be faid, that almoft the whole 
Towns upon the Sea Coaft are already feiz’d on, and in 
a Manner taken Prifoners by the Officers of the Crown: 
In moft of them they have fo great an Influence, that 
none can be chofen Members of Parliament but fuch as 
they are pleafed to recommend, But as the Cufloms are 
confined to our Sea-Ports, as they cannot travel far from 
the Coaft, therefore this Scheme feems to be contrived 
in order to extend the Laws of Excife, and thereby te 
extend the Influence of the Crown over all the inland 
Towns and Corporations in England. 

This feems plainly to me to be the chief Defign of 
the Scheme now under our Confideration ; and if it fuc- 
ceeds (which God forbid it fhould) our future Minifters 
of State will be very much obliged to the Gentleman 
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Who projected it ; the Eleftion of a Hoult of Commons, 
‘will’ in all Time to come be an eafy Task for whoever 
thall be prime Minifter under any of our future Kings ; 
‘he may fit at home in his great Chair, and iffue forth 
‘his Orders to moft of the Counties and Boroughs in Great 
Britaii, to chufe fuch Perfons for their Reprefentatives 
in Parliament as he fhall pleafe to think moft proper 
fot his Purpofe: Molt of the chief Clerks of the Trea- 
‘fury, and other great Offices, are already Members of 
this Houfe; they deferve it, they are Gentlemen, and 
Men of Figure afd Fortune in their Country; but if 
this Scheme takes Place, we may in a little Time fee a}! 
thé little Under-Clerks of the Treafury, and other 
Offices, Members of this Houfe; we may fee them 
trudging down to this Houfe in the Morning in order 
to give their Votes for impofing Taxes upon their Fe!- 
Jow Subjects, and in the Afternoon attending behind the 





“Chair of a Chancellor of the Exchequer, a Secretary of 
State, or other chief Minifler. Nay, Ido not not know 


but fome of us may live to fee fome vain over-grown 
‘Minifter of State driving along the Streets with fix Mem- 
bers of Parliament behind his Coach. 

Thefe muft be the fatal Confequences of the Scheme 
now under our Confideration ; and therefore I muff 
think that every Man who has a Regard to the Con- 
ftitution of his Country, or to the Liberties and Pro- 
pertics of thofe that have put their Truft in him, is 
in Duty bound to give his Negative to the prefent 
Queftion. 

Gentlemen may indulge themfelves in the vain 
Conceit, that by this Scheme all Manner of Frauds in 
the Tobacco Trade will be prevented for the future, 
‘but the Thing is in its own Nature impoffible; when 
the Duties are fo high, where they amount to five or fix 
‘Times the prime Coft of the Commodity on which they 
‘are laid, it will be imtpoffible to prevent alJ Manner of 
Frauds; and therefore the Increafe of the publick Re- 
‘venue by this Scheme is fo far from being certain, that 
it is altogether precarious; and unlefs the publick Re- 
venue be thereby greatly increafed, the Land-holders 
can expe& no Relief: But granting that the Benefits ex- 
pected by this Scheme were certain, it is as certain, it is 
‘demonflrable, that our Conftitution will be thereby de- 
flroyed; and are we to make a Sacrifice of our Conflitu- 
tion fer the poor Confideration of adding four or five 
fiundred thoufand Pounds a Year to the publick Re- 
Tta venue ? 
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venue? That Increafe may foon be diffiipated by an 
Adminiftration, “under no Fears of being called to an 
Account by Parliament, and then they will be obliged 
to some upon the Land-holders for Money to anfwer 
the necefflary Services of the Publick, There never 
was in any Country a Scheme fet up for introducing 
arbitrary Power, but what was fupported by fome fpe- 
cious Pretences: The preventing of Mobs, Infurreétions, 
Invafions, Frauds, or the like, have in all Countries 
been made the Pretences for introducing arbitrary 
Power; but in fuch an Affembly as this, where the 
Principles of Liberty fo much prevail, where there 
are fo many Gentlemen of good Senfe and Penetration, I 
hope no fuch Pretence will ever be of any Weight. 
To me it appears indifputable, that this Scheme is 
abfolutely inconfiftent with a free Eleftion of Members 
of Parliament, and of Confequence it mutt be incon- 
fiftent with our Conflitution ; therefore though the Ad- 
vantages to be reaped from it were much greater, and 
much more certain than they are, I fhould be moft 
heartily againtt it, and for that Reafon I muft give my 
Negative to the prefent Queftion.

But, fiys he, I muft put thofe Gentlemen in Mind, 
that I had then the Honour tobe a Member of this Houfe, 
and I thank God I did oppofe that Excife Scheme as 
well as I fhall do this, andevery fuch Scheme that fhall 
_ever be offered to this Houfe, while I have the Honour 
of fitting in it. I know how grievous and oppreffive 
the Laws of Excife are to my Fellow Subjeéts, and there- 
fore I think I cannot anfwer to my Country if I do not 
to the urmoft of my Power oppofe every Scheme that 
fhall be offered for the Extenfion of thofe vexatious and 
arbitrary Laws. 


After feverzl others had fpoke on both Sides, the 
Queflion was put upon the firft Refolution, upon 
which the Houfe came to a Divifion, and thereby the 
Cuetionw.s carried im the Affirmative 249 againft Fite 
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After this, the Queftions were feverally put upon the 
two next Refolutions, which were agreed to withour 
any Divifion; and the laft Refolution being read a 
fecond Time, Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer ac- 
quainted the Houfe, that his Majefly had command: d 
him to acquaint that Houfe that his Majelty gave his 
Confent, that the Houfe fhould do as they thould think 
fit, in relation to the faid Fines, Penalties, Forfeitures, 
and Seizures ? Whereupon the Queflion was put, and ic 

likewife was agreed to without any Divifion. 

' . Then it was ordered, that'a Bill fhould be broughe 
in, purfuant to the faid Refolutians, and that Sir Cherles 
Turner, Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Atcorney 
General, Mr. Sollicitor General, Mr. Doddington, Mr. 
Clayton, Sir William Youwze, Sir George Oxenden, Mr. 

Scrope, and Mr. Edward Walpole, fhould prepare and 
. bring in the fame. 

This famous Bill was accordingly brought in the 
ath of April, and was read a firft Time, after whic! 
Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer,. by his Maje(ty’s 
Command, acquainted the Houfe that his Majefty con- 
fented to their making fuch Alterations as they fhould 
think fit for the publick Service, in Kelation to the 
Subfidy on Tobacco then: payable on Account of his 
Majefty’s Civil Lift... It was next obje&ted that fome 
Parts of the faid Bill-were not within the. Refolutions of 
the Houfe, purfuant to which the faid Rill had been 
ordered to be brought in ;.and therefore moved that the 
Bill fhould be withdrawn, which paffed in the Nega- 
tive, 232 againft 176: Then a Motion was made for 
adjourning, which likewife paffed in the Negative; at 
laft it was refolved that the Bill fhould be read a fecond 
‘Time, and ordered, that it fhould be reed a fecond 
Time on that Day Sév’nnight, 236 againft 2co; a Copy 
of which Bill we have already communicated to our 
Readers in our Regifler, N° LXX. Next Day after the 
bringing in of this Bill, a Motion was mide for the 
Printing fuch a Number of Copies as fhould be fuficient 
for the Ufe of the Members of the Houfe; but upon 
the Queftion’s being put, it was carried in the Negative 
128 againft 112. 

As this Bill very much concerned the Trade and 
Commerce of this Nation, the Lord Mayor of the City 
of London procured a Copy of it foon after it was broughe 
into the Houfe of Commons, and having laid it before 
‘the Common Council, it was there refolved to petition 
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the Houfe againft it, anda Petition being then imme- 
diately drawn up and agreed to, the fame was prefented 
to the Houfe of Commons on the soth Day of April : 
Vide Hift. Reg. N° LXX. 

The prefenting of this Petition brought the Excife 
Scheme again upon the Carpet in that honourable 
Houfe. The City of London has always enjoyed this 
Privilege, that any Petition from them is prefented to 
the Houfe by their Sheriffs, and is brought up by the 
Clerk of the Houfe, and read at the Table, without 
asking the Leave of the Houfe for that Purpofe 5; where- 
as.all other Petitions muft be prefented by a Member of 
the Houfe, and cannot be by him brought up, or read 
at the Table by the Clerk, till Leave be firft asked of 
and granted by the Houfe. Accordingly this Petition 
was brought up and read at the Table, and as foon as 
it was read, Sir F—n B—d got up, and in a Speech full 
of that Strength of Reafon and Perfpicuity of Exprefiion 
which he is fo much Mafter of, he fhewed how much 
the City and Citizens of London, as well as all the other 
trading Part of the Nation, wou’d be affetted by the 
Bill for altering the Metliod of raifing the Duties pay- 
able upon Tobacco, and how juft Reafons they. had to 
infift upon being heard by their Counfel againft it, 
and concluded with a Motion for granting them Leave 
to be heard by their Counfel if they thought fit. 

In Oppofition to this Motion, it'was infified on, that 
it had always been the Pra€tice of that Houfe, never to 
receive any Petitions, and much lefs to admit Counfel 
to be heard againft any Bill for inypofing of Taxes upon 
the Subje& ; for that if any fuch Thing were to be 
admitted of, it would be impoflible-ever to pafs any 
fuch Bill, becaufe there would be fo many different Pe- 
titions prefented againft it by thofe who were to be 
fubje& thereto, that it would be impoflible to hear 
Counfel feparately upon every fuch Petition within the 
ufual Time of the Continuance of one Seffion of Parlia- 
ment: And that in refufing to admit Counfel to be 
heard, there could be no Inconvenience, becaufe every 
Man, and every Body of Men had their Reprefentatives 
in that Houfe, who certainly would reprefent their 
Cafe to the Houfe, if any particular Hardhhip was to 
be put upon them by any Bill then before the Houfe. 

To this it was replied, that the Houfe had never 
pretended to any general Cuftom of refufing Petitions, 
except againit thofe Bills which were called re 
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Bills, that was to fay, fuch Bills as were brought in 
for raifing Money for the current Service of the Year ; 
and that even as to them there were many Precedents 
where the Houfe had admitted the Parties whom they 
thought to have a real Intereft therein, to be heard by 
their Counfe] againft the paffing of fuch Bills: That the 
admitting of Counfel even in fuch Cafes could never 
prevent the palling of fuch. Bills, becaufe the Houfe 
could always order all Parties petitioning to be heard at 
one Time, and could give fuch Direftions that it would 
never take up many Days to hear every Thing that could 
be objefted by every one of the Parties petitioning ; 
That tho” every Part of the Nation had their Reprefen- 
tatives in that Houfe, yet it was well known, that 
Speaking in Publick was a Talent that every Man was 
not endowed with, from whence it might happen, that 
the particular Perfons, or Part of the Nation, which was 
then to be aggrieved by what was pafling in the Houfe, 
might not have any fuch Members as were proper to 
lay their Cafe fully and clearly before the Houfe; 





' and that therefore, even as to Money Bills, it was pro- 


per to admit Parties to be heard againft them, when it 
appeared that they were very particularly interefled 
t i ° - 

But as to the Cafe then before them, there was not 
the leaft Pretence for refufing the Defire of the Peti- 
tion, becaufe the Bill, againft which it was prefented, 
was no Money Bill; 1t was granted by the Advocates for 
the Bill; it was even infifted on as the greateft Argument 
for it, that there was no new Duties to be impofed ; 
it was a Bill only for altering the Method of colleéting 
the Taxes already impofed, and therefore it could never 
be pretended that there was any Pra€tice or Cuftom of 
the Houfe for refufing toadmit Parties interefted to be 
heard againft fuch a Bill: That if there had been fich @ 
Cuftom introduced, it ought not to be obferved, effpecially 
when fuch a confiderable Body, as the Lord Mayor, Al- 
dermen, and Common Council of the City of London, 
come with an humble Petition to be heard againit a 
Bill, which they thought would not only be highly 
injurious to. them in particular, but deftrustive of the 
Trade and Commerce of the whole Nation. 

In this Debate there were many Precedents brought 
by Mr. § ’s, Mr. G——b—-n,_ and Mr. B—tle, 
where the Houle had receiv’d Petitions, and admitted 
Counfet to be heard againit Money Bills; and there 

were 
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were likewife Precedents brought by Sir W. m 
¥Y —ge, and Mr. W-—+—on, where the fame had 
been refufed, the reading of which took up a great Part 
of the Day. 

This Debate lafted fume Time, but on the Queftion’s 
being put for allowing the Petitioners to be heard by 
their Counfel againtt the Bill, there was a Divifion, and 
the Queflion was carried in the Negative; 214 againft 
197% 
After which it was ordered that .the faid Petition © 
fhould lie upon the Table, until the faid Bill thould 
be read a fecond time. 

Next Day, viz. «n Wednefday the eleventh Day of 
April, a Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common 
Council of the Town and County of the Town of Not- 
tingham (in Council affembled) in Behalf of themfelves, 
and the reft of the Merchants and Tradefinen dealiag ih 
Tobacco in the faid Town, was prefented to the H-ufe, 
and read; alledging, that the Bill depending in the 
_ Houfe for repealing feveral Subfidies and an Impoft then 
payable on Tobacco, &c. would be highly prejudicial to 
them, and encroach on their Liberties and Properties, 
and exprefling their Apprehenfion that the faid Bill, if 
paffed into a Law, would fubje&t them to great Op- 
preflions and Inconveniencies, by the Officers frequentiy 
entering their Houfes, and taking Account of their 
Stocks, which fuch Officers might difcover to any others ; 
by being obliged to -feek for, and fend Permits with 
their Goods, and the Hardfhips thereof with Refpeé& to_ 
Time ; by not being allowed the valuable Liberty of 
redrefing their Grievances by a Jury 5 and by the great 
Trouble, Charge and Lofs of Time in weighing their 
Tobacco at any Time required by the Officer, and the 
‘Prejudice to their Goods in uncasking and bicaking 
them ; and therefore befeeching the Houfe t» confider 
and favour their Petition, and prevent the pafking a Law 
which would be any Ways deftruGtive of the Trade, or 
dangerous to the Liberties of the Petitioners, which Peti- 
tion was ordered to lie upon the Tabie. 

Immediately after which, a Petition of the principal 
Inhabitants and Traders of the ancient and loyal City 
of Coventry, in Behalf of themfelves and the reft of their 
Fellow Citizens, was prefented to the Hout, and read ; 
exprefliing the Apprehenfion of the Petitioners, that the 
Bill depending in that Houfe, for repealing fevera! Sub- 
fidies and an Impoft then payabie on Tobacco, &:. 

would 
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would be prejudicial to the Trade of the Nation in ge- 
neral, and of the faid City in particular, and alfo inju- 
rious to the Liberties of their Fellow Subjeéts ; and 
therefore praying the Houfe to take the Premiffes into 
Confideration, and give the Petitioners fuch Relief 
therein, as.to the Houfe fhould feem meet. Which Pe- 
tition was likewife order’d to lie upon the Table. 

The Order of the Day being then read for the fecond 

Reading of the faid Bill, the Serjeant at Arms attending 
the Houfe, was of Courfevordered to go with the Mace 
into Weftminfter-Hall, and the Courts there, and into 
the Court of ‘Requefts, and the Places adjacent, and 
.fummon the Members there to attend the Service of 
the Houfe; and he being returned, inftead of reading 
the Bill a fecond Time, a Motion was made by Mr. 
€——r of the E——r that the Bill fhould be read a 
{econd Time.upon the twelfth Day of Sfune then next : 
Tho’ by this Motion it evidently appeared that the Bill 
was to bedropt; yet fome of the Gentlemen who had 
from the Beginning appeared flrenuoufly againft the 
whole Scheme, were not fatisfied with letting it drop in 
fo eafy a Manner; and therefore they were, for having 
it reje&ed; but this Propofition did not come to a Mo- 
tion, much lefs to the Queftion, fo that the firft Motion 
was agreed to without Oppofition ; and upon the Friday 
after, which was the Day appointed for the Houfe to 
refolve itfelf.into a Committee of the whole Houfe, to 
confider further of the moft proper Methods for the 
- better Security .and Improvement of the Duties and 
Revenues. then charged on and made payable from To- 
bacco and Wines, it was refolved, that the Houfe would 
upon the 14th Day of June then next, refolve itfelf 
fnto the faid Committee 118 againft 76; fo that that 
Part. of the Scheme relating to the Duties on Wine was 
never laid before the Houfe. 

There having been great Crowds of People about the 
Houfe.on-the 11th of April, and fome of them having 
behaved'in a tumultuous Manner, the next Day Com- 
ps was made-to the Houle by feveral Members, who 

ad voted in Favour of the Scheme, that a tumultuous 
Crowd of People had been affembled together the Night 
hefore, end-fevefal Days during the Seflion, in the Court 
of Requefts,..and other Avenues to that Houfe; and 
that..they, themfelves and feveral other Members of 
the Houfe hadsbeen laft Night, in their Return from 
the Houfe; menaced, infulted, and affuulted, by a tus 
3 ; Uy myltuous. 
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multuous Crowd of People in the Paffages to the 
whereupon it was refolved and declared semine contra. 
dicente ; 1ft, That the affaulting, infulting, or menacing 
any Member of that Houfe, in his coming to or going 
from the Houfe, or upon the Account of his Behaviour 
in Parliament, was an high Infringement of the Privi- 
lege of that Houfe, a moft outrageous and dangerous 
Violation of the Rights of Parliament, and an high 
Crime and Mifdemeanor, 2d, That the afflembling and 
coming of any Number of Perfons in a riotous, tumuls 
tuous, and diforderly Manner to that Houfe, in order 
either to hinder or promote the pafling of any Bill -or 
other Matter depending before the Houfe, was an high 
Infringement of the Privilege of that Houfe, was de- 
firu€tive of the Freedom and Conftitution of Parliament; 
and an high Crime and Mifdemeanor. 93d, That the 

' inciting and encouraging #ny Number of Perfons to 
come in a riotous, tumultuous, and diforderly Manner 
to that Houfe, in order either to hinder or promote the 
pafling of any Bill or other Matter depending before 
the Houfe, was an high Infringement of the Privilege 
of that Houfe, deftruétive of the Freedom and Con- 
ftitation of Parliament, and an high Crime and Mif 
demeanor. 

Then it was ordered, 1ft, That the Members of that 
Houfe, who ferved for the City of London, fhould fignify 
the faid Refolutions and Declarations to the Lord Mayor 
of London. 2d, That the Members of that Houfe, who 
ferved for the County of Middlefex, thould fignify the 
faid Refolutions and Declarations to the Sheriff of Mid- 
dlefew. 34, That the Members of that Houfe, who 
ferved for the City of Weftminfter, fhould fignify the 
faid Refolutions and Declarations to the High Bailiff of 
Wefiminfter. Which Orders were accordingly fignified 
by the refpeftive Members, who next Day reported 
their having done fo to the Houfe. 

On Wednefday the 21ft of March his Majefty came to 
the Houfe of Peers, and the Commons being fent for, 
this Majefty gave the Royal Affent to the following 
Publick Bills, viz.
